KANSAS CITY, Mo. (AP) — Presi¬ 
dent Carter, declaring "there can be 
no retreat,” pledged Monday to make 
an unparallelled peacetime invest¬ 
ment of $140 billion in the next 10 
years to free the United States from 
its dependence on foreign oil. 

In his second energy address in two days. 
Carter said the huge investment must be 
made “so that never again will our nation's

‘secret’ 


Environment Minister- 
Rafe Mair Monday categori¬ 
cally refused to table an 
internal, memorandum 
which Don Lockstoad (NDP- 
Mackenzie) claims is "de¬ 
vastating" to the proposed 
electricity transmission line 
from the mainland to Van¬ 
couver Island. 

Lockstead claimed in the 
Legislature that the ecologi¬ 
cal-environmental-eco¬ 
nomical study on the Chee- 
keye-Dunsmuir line to bring 
additional Hydro power to 
the island was prepared by a 
special consultant to the en¬ 
vironment ministry. 

Mair claimed the study 
was prepared by a staff 
member as an internal re¬ 
port and will remain an in¬ 
ternal memorandum. 

“It is my information that 
the report is a devastating 
report both from the en¬ 
vironmental and economical 
point of view," Lockstead 
said. “Why would the minis¬ 
ter want to keep it secret?" 

Mair said the report was 
definitely prepared by a 
staff member. "It is on my 
desk, unsigned," he said. 

He refused further com 
ment on the report but said 
he would be flying north 
sometime today (Tuesday) 
to check the proposed Chee- 
keye-Dunsmuir power line 
route. 

Mair said that did not 
mean there might be a re¬ 
versal of position on the 
building of the line. “It has 
already been decided that 
the line will be built," he 
said. "But there is a possibil¬ 
ity of a new route being 
recommended." 

The 500-kilowatt line would 
be built at an estimated cost 
of $640 million,.more than 
double the original esti¬ 
mates of $315 million. 

The Vancouver Island an¬ 
chor of the line would be near 
Qualicum Beach. 

In other energy matters 
before the Legislature Mon¬ 
day, Economic Develop¬ 
ment Minister Don Phillips

In a press release, T.A. 
Prentice, president of the 
board of directors, denies 
that the closure of addition¬ 
al beds is the result of budget 
restrictions or "cost con¬ 
tainment." 

Prentice blamed the lack 
of highly-trained nurses 
willing to work full time, as 
well as the occupancy of 
129 acute-care beds by ex¬ 
tended-care patients for the 
closure of the beds. 

Prentice also cited the. 
lack of proper intensive care 
nursing facilities as a reason 
for closing down the beds. 

He said the hospital is pro¬ 
viding intensive-care nurs¬ 
ing to 25 patients, but has 
only 11 beds designated for 
that level of nursing. The 
remaining 14 patients, he 
said, are cared for in four 
other parts of the hospital. 

These areas, he said, 
aren’t equipped as intensive- 
care nursing units and to 
provide the proper level of 
care, "highly-trained nurses 
have been diverted to work 
in these areas, leaving other 
areas with a reduced com¬ 
plement of nursing Staff." 

The closure of the 14 beds. 
Prentice said, has released 
nurses to be deployed in 
those other areas. 

He said that by the end of 
August there will be 43 va¬ 
cancies for registered 
nurses at the hospital. A re¬ 
cent recruitment drive, he 
added, produced eight appli¬ 
cations of which only two 
persons are immediately 
available. 

“The hospital has been un¬ 
able to recruit nurses with 
recent experience at a high 
level who are prepared to 
work on a full-time basis,” 
Prentice said. 

"The hospital is not pre¬ 
pared to recruit staff with¬ 
out the required level of 
skills.” 

He stressed that the clo¬ 
sure of 14 beds has nothing 
' to do with budget restric¬ 
tions. and has been discus¬ 
sed with the executive com¬ 
mittee of the medical staff. 

He said the closure is tem¬ 
porary and is expected to 
last until after the Labor 
Day weekend. 

"Adequate levels of care 
will be provided to all pa¬ 
tients who require it, but 
elective surgery is subject to 
cancellation,” Prentice 
said.

The president also vowed that the coun¬ 
try would cut its oil imports even more 
than he promised during last month's en¬ 
ergy summit in Tokyo. He said the U.S. 
would import 300.000 barrels of oil a day 
. less this year than the ceiling of 8.5 million 
he promised in the Japanese capital. 
wOarter’s newest energy proposals were 
unveiled in a speech here to the National 
Association of Counties. It was his second 
broadcast address In 13 hours and offered 
details to the broad outline of energy policy 
he suggested in his speech-Sunday night. 

Carter promised Sunday night to take his 
energy proposals to the American peo¬ 
ple and after leaving Kansas City, he was 
scheduled to address the Communications 
Workers of America in Detroit. 

He also said in Kansas City that nuclear 


power “must play an important role in the 
tmted States to ensure our energy future” 
but did not elaborate. But the words 
cleared up a question posed in his Sunday- 
night speech—what about nuclear power? 

The fact that he did not mention it 
Sunday stirred fears in the nuclear indus¬ 
try that he would oppose atomic power 
plants. 

Nuclear power has been reeling under 
the weight of escalating costs and length¬ 
ening licensing delays, problems that were 
increased by the accident at the Three 
Mile Island nuclear power plant near Har¬ 
risburg, Pa. Only one utility ordered a 
new nuclear plant last year and none has 
done so this year. 

The president declared in his Kansas 
City speech: “I am drawing our line of de¬ 
fence here and now. . . . Over all, we are 


going to make the unparallelled peacetime 
commitment, an investment of $140 billion 
for American energy security so that 
never again will our nation's independence 
be hostage to foreign oil." 

He said all of the $l to billion w ould come 
from the proposed windfall profits tax 
resulting from the lifting of federal cof)- 
trols on domestic oil prices. Although the 
tax has not yet been enacted. Carter ad¬ 
ministration officials, asking that they not 
be named, said “there is virtual unanim 
ity” of opinion that the U.S. Congress 
would approve it. 

Carter also said he would “not hesitate to 
tpke action to avoid a serious recess¬ 
ion."

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Niagara slide looms closer 


NIAGARA FALLS. N Y. (CP) — U.S. govern¬ 
ment geologists warned Monday there is a "serious 
possibility" that subsurface rock movement at Niag¬ 
ara Falls might cause the largest rockslide In the 
falls’ modern history. 

And concern over a possible rockslide forced the 
popular Maid of the Mist tour boats to alter their 
routes away from the thundering water at the bottom 
of the cascade. 

A team of Canadian geologists was called in 
earlier Monday to reinspect the rock face on the 
Ontario side of the Horseshoe Falls after confirma¬ 
tion of rock movement on the U.S. side. 

Ron Deveroux, public relations director for the 
Niagara Parks Commission, said there was no ap¬ 
parent movement on the Ontario side of the falls at 
Table Rock. 


The geologists, who inspected Table Rock in 
May, were called to confirm their earlier finding 
after one of three seismic devices at Terrapin Point, 
an observation area on the U.S. side, sounded an 
alarm Friday. 

The point was closed and weekend inspections 
showed new cracks in the base of the point. 

Two U.S. psychics recently have predicted that 
significant rockfalls would occur soon in the area. 

The U.S. Army Corps of Engineers expects to 
know* within two days how much rock movement is 
occurring on the American side of the Horseshoe 
Falls, said a technician. 

A possible slide of as much as 200,000 to 300.000 
tons of rock might create a new face for the Horse¬ 
shoe Falls, said Thomas Wilkinson of the Engineers 
Corps. He warned against plans to blast away 
a portion of unstable rock.

MANAGUA. Nicaragua 
(UPI) — President Anasta- 
sio Somoza called Congress 
into session early today to 
offer his resignation and 
exile from Nicaragua. 

Somoza signalled the end 
was near Monday by retiring 
nearly all his senior military 
commanders, including his 
entire general staff. 

After waiting all day and 
night Monday, tired legisla¬ 
tors were called into session 
early this morning where, 
one congressman said, the 
legislators would be present¬ 
ed with a decree "by which 
the president offers his ir¬ 
revocable resignation effec¬ 
tive upon his departure." 

It was not clear, however, 
when Somoza planned to 
leave the country, presum¬ 
ably bound for exile in his 
Florida mansion. Author¬ 
ities at Homestead Air Force 
Base stepped up security 
there, barring reporters and 
photographers from the 
grounds. 

Heavy righting continued 
Monday amid growing signs 
that Somoza was on the 
verge of resigning. 

Sandinista rebels said they 
captured the city of Esteli 
north of the capital late 
Monday, leaving only four of 
Nicaragua's 20 major towns 
and cities under the collaps¬ 
ing government’s control. 

Military sources said that 
Gen. Heberto Sanchez, the 
director of the national tele¬ 
communications company, 
had been named as new com¬ 
mander.

Woods talk: 
Positive 
and fearful

There were some positive developments Monday 
on the rugged road to contract settlement in the forest 
industry, along with some nagging fears that big trou¬ 
ble may still lie ahead. 

The 7,500-member Canadian Paperworkers Union won 
resolution of a local issue that had kept its members off the 
job at two B.C. Forest Products mills at Mackenzie. 

The effect was far-reaching. Pickets from Macken¬ 
zie. who had kept the BCFP mill at Crofton on Vancouver 
Island closed for several days, headed for home. The 
Crofton mill was able to move slowly back into opera¬ 
tion. 

EARLY VOTING returns indicate that the CPU and the 
International Woodworkers of America, representing some 
30,000 members in the coast region, are on the verge of 
accepting two-year contracts. 

Members of the 1,800-member Victoria local of the 
IWA approved the two-year package by a 70 per cent 
margin Sunday. 

A THIRD UNION, the 6.000-to-7,000-member Pulp, 
Paper and Woodworkers of Canada, has already rejected 
the offer, but by a narrow margin of 51.6 per cent. The 
union's leadership appears split on the question of whether a 
full-scale strike should be called on such a close vote. This 
will be decided at a wage caucus meeting in Vancouver Fri¬ 
day. 

Meanwhile, emergence of an inter-union group of dissi¬ 
dent tradesmen has cast a new shadow of doubt over 
the prospect pf early peace in the forests. 

JACK MUNRO. Western Canada president of the big 
IWA, finds the development disconcerting, since it involves 
a banding together of members of three unions which 
had—at the leadership level—remained somewhat hos¬ 
tile toward each other, 

' “I have to get concerned over something like this." 
Munro told the Colonist,Monday, the jdayi after the new 
body of tradesmen had held large meetings at Duncan 
and Kamloops to plot a course of action.

Three members of the 
NDP caucus will be in Seat¬ 
tle today to register objec¬ 
tions to the proposed con¬ 
struction of the Sedro 
Wooley nuclear power gen¬ 
erator. 

Tpe nuclear plant, which 
Mill requires approval from 
the United States, Atomic 
Energy Commission, would 
be Ideated 55 kilometres 
south of the international 
boundary. 


At a pre*s conference 
Monday, Ernie Hall (NDP- 
Surrey) said the three Oppo¬ 
sition MLAs wodld express 
their concern as elected rep¬ 
resentatives from the Lower 
Mainland and southern Van¬ 
couver Island, the areas 
“facing the greatest risk in 
the event of a mishap at the 
plant." 

The pftvincial govern¬ 
ment does not intend to pre¬ 
sent a position paper at the 
hearings being conducted by 
the U.S. Atomic Safety and 
Licensing Board. 


The Seattle hearings, 
which started Monday and 
continue throughout today, 
will receive submissions re¬ 
garding geographic and geo¬ 
logical factors. Separate 
hearings will be held in the 
fall on matters related to 
actual construction and de¬ 
sign. 

"The NDP submission w ill 
oppose the project on princi¬ 
ple as well as on the specific 
circumstances at Sedro 
Wooley,” Hall said. "The 
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Queen insists on Africa trip 


LUSAKA (Reuter) — Queen Eliza¬ 
beth flies to black Africa this week on 
one of the most arduous and contro¬ 
versial missions of her reign. 

The 53-year-old monarch has re¬ 
mained adamant that she will make a 
four-country state tour that will take 
her near the battlefront in Zimbabwe 
Rhodesia. 

She will spend one week in Zambia 
— target for Zimbabwe Rhodesia air 
and ground attacks and a major base 
of the black nationalist guerrillas 


waging a war against the Salisbury 
government. 

Buckingham Palace has insisted 
that the queen will perform her duty 
by visiting Tanzania, Malawi. Bot¬ 
swana and Zambia. 

There have been signs that the queen 
has been annoyed by suggestions that 
she should call off the trip. As sym¬ 
bolic head of the Commonwealth, she 
has made clear she wants to be in Lu¬ 
saka when the 41-country global group 
begins a summit conference at the 
Zambian capital Aug. 1. 

But the guerrillas' leader, Joshua 


Nkomo, has partially assuaged the 
fears by announcing that his men 
would halt attacks into Zimbabwe 
Rhodesia during the queen's visit and 
the Commonwealth conference. 

Zimbabwe Rhodesian Prime Minis¬ 
ter Abel Muzorewa pledged in turn 
that his security forces would take no 
action that would endanger the queen 
or the conference. 

The queen will not meet Nkomo in 
the Zambian capital and she takes no 
part in Commonwealth conference dis¬ 
cussions.

Eizenstat told reporters 
some heavy oil was sold at $6 
a barrel and that removing 
price controls could almost 
triple that price, making it 


more profitable for energy 
companies to drill for it. 

A White House fact sheet 
said the U.S. had an estimat¬ 
ed reserve of more than 
10 billion barrels of heavy 
oil, much of it in California. 

Eizenstat said the presi¬ 
dent's latest proposals, 
along with previously-an¬ 
nounced policies, would help 
save 8.5 million barrels of oil 
a day over all by 1990, reduc¬ 
ing the country’voil imports 
to an estimated 4.5 million 
barrels a day. 


The United States import¬ 
ed an average of just below 
eight million barrels a day 
during the first 179 days of 
this year and could import 
more than the new quota and 
still stay within the self-im¬ 
posed limit agreed to in 
Tokyo. 

Other Carter energy pro¬ 
posals included: 

• Creation of an Energy 
Security Corporation "out¬ 
side the federal bureau¬ 


cracy" to develop alterna¬ 
tive energy sources. 
Administration officials said 
later the corporation would 
get *88 million in the next 
decade to produce 2.5 million 
barrels a day of alternative 
fuels. 

• An energy mobilization 

board to cut red tape block¬ 
ing increased energy pro¬

• A $5-billion program to 
require utilities to switch to

Bin operations in Vancouver 
as a result of a Labor Rela¬ 
tions Board ruling. However, 
another board ruling late 
Monday allows the union to 
maintain Its picketlines at 
Powell River and Port Ai- 
berni because there are no 
current contracts in effect at 
either plant.

GAETA. Italy (AP) — U.S. Admiral Harold Shear, com¬ 
mander of NATO's southern European forces, said Mon¬ 
day the expanding Soviet influence in Africa and the 
Middle East threatened the West's oil and other supply 
lines. 

"Should Soviet successes continue, the future conflict 
we all are striving to deter may well be won without a 


shot being fired as NATO and its lifeblood oil and re¬ 
sources are effectively separated by Soviet strategies," he 
said. 

The admiral made his remarks at an outdoor change 
of command ceremony aboard the flagship of the U.S. 6th 
Fleet, guided missile cruiser USS Albany. 

Vice-Admiral William Small took over command of 


the Mediterranean fleet from Admiral James Watkins, who 
has been named deputy chief of naval operations in Wash¬ 
ington. 

As Shear spoke to a crowd of several hundred under a 
hot sun in this peaceful little town on Italy's southwest 
coast, the Soviet Mediterranean fleet continued its largest 
exercise in recent years. 


The Soviet manoeuvres apparently are designed to 
practise anti-aircraft carrier and anti-submarine warfare, 
a U.S. naval official said. About 60 ships including the 
helicopter-carrier Leningrad are taking part in the exercise 
in the central and eastern Mediterranean. 

The Soviets normally keep 40 to 45 warships in the Medi¬ 
terranean. while the 6th Fleet deploys about 35 ves¬ 
sels around the year. 


CIA spy 
in sky 
viewed 
protests 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - 
The CIA used intelligence 
satellites in the late 1960s to 
spy on American students 
engaged in anti-war demon¬ 
strations, it was disclosed 
Monday. 

Hitherto secret documents 
revealed the Central Intelli¬ 
gence Agency also moni¬ 
tored foreign broadcasts of 
anti-war activities by ac- 
t ress Jane Fonda and former 
Attorney General Ramsey 
Clark. 

The CIA papers said the 
questionable spying on U.S. 
citizens—ordered "at the re¬ 
quest of" Lyndon Johnson's 
White House—was an at¬ 
tempt to eheck out "pos¬ 
sible foreign connections 
w ith the U.S. anti-war move¬ 
ment." 

The CIA eventually con¬ 
ceded the spying—a possible 
violation of the agency's 
charter—failed to find any 
links between foreign insti¬ 
tutions and American anti¬ 
war activists. 

The Center for National 
Security Studies, a privately 
financed research group 
generally critical of Ameri¬ 
can intelligence activities, 
obtained the documents 
under a Freedom of Infor¬ 
mation Act request. 

The CIA collected the 
documents—known as the 
"family jewels" because of 
their sensitive nature—dur¬ 
ing an in-house investigation 
ordered by James Schle- 
sinfiet. the agency’s director 
at the time. 



Hoss picks 6 Christians , 6 Moslems 

Lebanon revises cabinet 


BEIRUT (AP) — Prime 
Minister Salim el Hoss 
formed a new Moslem- 
Christian government Mon¬ 
day to take on the formid¬ 
able task of stabilizing post- 
civil war Lebanon. 

The 12-man cabinet of 
seven members of parlia¬ 
ment and five technocrats 
was announced by President 
Elias Sarkis. The govern¬ 
ment. six Christians and six 
Moslems, is the second 
under the premiership of 
Hoss. 49. 

The previous cabinet, 
which had governed since 
the Syrian army intervened 
and ended Lebanon's 19- 
month civil war in 1976, re¬ 


signed May 16. On July 2, 
Sarkis, a Christian, asked 
Hoss, a Moslem, to form the 
new government. 

While Hoss met with re¬ 


porters, sniping broke out in Police said one man was 
Beirut, a reminder of the killed and five others were 
animosities generated by a ' wounded in a sudden out- 
civil war that took more break of Moslem-Christlan 
than 37,000 lives. militia sniping. 


FOSSIL FIND BONE OF CONTENTION? 


PROVO, Utah (UPI) — A Brigham 
Young University paleontologist an¬ 
nounced Monday he has uncovered a bone 
from what he says is the largest dinosaur 
ever found. 

James A. Jensen said the animal was so 
tall it could have peered over a five- 
story building. 

The bone itself, a scapula or shoulder 


blade found by Jensen in the Dry Mesa 
quarry southwest of Delta, Coin., is nearly 
nine feet long, the largest dinosaur bone 
ever found, he said. 

Jensen has not given the 140 million- 
year-old fossil an official scientific name, 
but has unofficially dubbed it the "ultra- 
saurus.”

New U.S. profit rules 
jigging pump prices 


WASHINGTON (AP) — 
Many U.S. motorists will pay 
up to three cents more for a 
gallon of gasoline but other 
drivers will see prices de¬ 
cline under new federal 
rules to improve some ser¬ 
vice station profits. 

The energy department 
regulations, effective Mon¬ 
day, should increase gaso¬ 
line prices in the South and 
Midwest slates, but make lit¬ 
tle difference in the East, 
said the National Congress 
of Petroleum Retailers, rep 
resenting 60.000 independent 
service stations. Western 
motorists could benefit the 
most from the changes. 

The rules set a uniform 
profit margin of 15.4 cents a 


gallon for U.S. service sta¬ 
tions. That limit can be 
raised every six months, be- 
ginning in December, to 
allow for inflation. More¬ 
over. governors can raise' 
profit margins as much us an 
additional 10 cents a gallon 
to account for local eco¬ 
nomic factors. 

Under the new system, en¬ 
ergy department officials 
hope enforcement will be ea¬ 
sier than it has been under 
the old system that allowed a 
variety of profit margins. 

The department says 
profit margins currently 
range from 14 cents to 16 
cents a gallon, but the retail¬ 
ers group puts that figure 
closer to 12.5 cents a gallon. 


A U.S. gallon is five-sixths of 
an imperial gallon, used in 
Canada. 

This means that under the 
new system many service 
stations can increase their 
prices about three cents a 
gallon; others by a lesser 
amount; and many will be 
required to roll back prices.

A boring theme 
heard too often 


THE FREQUENT BLEATS of Greater Vic¬ 
toria's economic development commissioner, 
Barry Mayhew, concerning the negative im¬ 
pact of red tape and community attitudes on 
this area’s economy, really are getting to be a 
bit of a bore. 

A distinct impression emerges that May¬ 
hew' suffers from blinkered, one-dimensional 
vision which perceives development as the 
magical life force, the be-all and end-all of 
existence. According to his credo any developer 
v ho comes along with a scheme to build some- 
ng costing a miUion bucks or more — 

.. how unnecessary, unsuitable or es- 
r r environmentally damaging— 

. ot welcomed like visiting royalty. 

You wanna build a 45-storey hlghrise in Old 
Town, sir? Golly gee! Think of the jobs! 

An exaggeration, perhaps, but it’s not too 
far removed from the kind of simplistic rub¬ 
bish which Mayhew is peddling in his latest 
plaintive ety via the news media. 

He says in a press release, presumably 
straight-faced, that more than $63 million 
worth of construction is being lost because 
seven major development proposals put 
forward in the past year have been “shot 
down or stalled due to anti-development 
groups, environmentalists and-or bureaucratic 
red tape." According to his calculations, this 
“lost” construction is enough to generate 
jobs for 1,000 persons for nearly a year. 

Mayhew should have left that statement 
hanging as a vague generality, because some of 
the specific examples he lists are ludicrous. 

Consider just one: an entrepreneur’s pro¬ 
posal to establish a mini-world theme park 
in the grounds of historic St. Ann’s Academy, 
featuring scale models of St. Paul's Cathedral, 
Big Ben and other London landmarks. 

It would have been a totally inappropriate 
bit of commercialism in the beautiful grounds 
of one of the city's most important heritage 
buildings. Fortunately, Provincial Secretary 
Hugh Curtis killed the idea last January. Yet 
Mayhew is still mourning the “loss” of that $5 
Million investment and the jobs it would have 
provided. 

Someone should take Mayhew aside and 
gently explain a few of the facts of life, 
including the fact that ours is a democratic 
society in which citizens have a right to say 
whether they dislike any particular develop¬ 
ment proposal — without being branded as 
obstructionists. 1 

While they’re at it, they might also tell him 
to get on with his job and leave political state¬ 
ments to the politicians. 


Deep space: the fallow decade and the future 


LONDON — It will be 10 years next 
Friday since the first men landed on 
the Moon but already the glamour of 
that event has worn thin. Like the 
first expedition to reach the North 
Pole, the Moon landings now seem 
dramatic but essen¬ 
tially pointless exer¬ 
cises from a remote 
past. Nobody has been 
near the place in 
years, nor is anybody 
planning to go again 
soon. 

The number of suc- 
cessful satellite 
launches is approach¬ 
ing 2,500, but almost 
all are now of purely 
practical military or commercial sig¬ 
nificance. The U.S, will re-enter the 
field of manned space flight after a 
long absence with the first test flight 
of the Orblter shuttle vehicle in No¬ 
vember, but the shuttle is mainly seen 
as a means of carrying out the multi¬ 
tude of existing tasks in near-Earth 
orbit more cheaply and efficiently. 

In the present economic circum¬ 
stances, no official sources would be 
caught dead suggesting that the shut¬ 
tle should be used to build the perma¬ 
nent space stations from which long- 
range manned exploratory missions 
could be launched. The enthusiasts 
who believe mankind's future lies in 
deep space are stressing the OrbiteC s

unquestioned economic benefits, keep¬ 
ing their heads down and hoping for 
better days. 

Will the better days ever come, or 
were the Moon landings a once-only 
pyrotechnical display of bravado? 
After all, with today’s technology It 
would be possible to establish a per¬ 
manent base on the Moon within six or 
seven years if one were willing to 
spend the money. But nobody can 
think of a good enough reason for 
spending so much money. 

. Indeed, there are no remaining 
technical barriers to the creation, over 
some decades, of a network of scien¬ 
tific bases and settlements all over the 
planets and other bodies of the Solar 
system, linked with each other and 
Earth by regular space flights. All 
that is required is the further develop¬ 
ment and refinement of existing tech¬ 
niques, a lot of time and the invest¬ 
ment of unimaginably vast sums of 
money. 

Whether or not that money gets in¬ 
vested, however, depends on the cal¬ 
culations of the eventual returns on 
the investment. Those returns would

WASHINGTON — No one, 
it seems, not even the So¬ 
viets, really wants to see the 
American economy plunge 
into a damaging recession. 

The Saudis have come to 
the aid of the American 
economy v 

with an an¬ 
nouncement 
that they 
will open 
their oil 
spigots 
wider, at 
least tempo¬ 
rarily. And 
the Soviets, 
by doing 
none of the 
things they could so easily do 
to add to Washington’s prob¬ 
lems, have lent a hand too. 

Israel also made a contri¬ 
bution to lessening the pres¬ 
sures on the American econ¬ 
omy. Just after President 
Carter's special ambassador 
to the Middle East, Robert 
Strauss, arrived in Israel at 
the start of his first official 
swing through the region, 
the Israeli government 
slightly relaxed its squeeze 
on West Bank Arabs — thus 
offering modest encourage-, 
ment to the Saudis to keep 
those spigots open. 

It will take at least two 
months before the larger 
quantity of Saudi oil can 
reach the United States. But 
the Saudi announcement 
promptly brought down the 
price of spot oil on the world 
market. And the very fact 
that the extra oil Is on Its way 
should cause release of re¬ 
serve oil stocks and unlock 
such oil supplies as were 
being held back in the pros¬ 
pect of higher prices. 

No one admits to any 
direct connection between 
any of these various actions. 
Yet the coincidence is too 
obvious to be coincidental. 

Carter headed home from 
the Far East saying the 
American economy was 
moving into a recession. The 
OPEC rise in prices in itself 
was enough to trigger just 
that — unless something 
were done about it. The pros¬ 
pect was bleak.

And then the glimmer of 
light from Saudi Arabia. A 
radio announcement: There 
will be more oil, at least 
"temporarily.” No amount 
was specified. The open- 
ended prospect made it clear 
that other people would have 
to do their part if the relief 
for the American economy 
was to last. 

Why did the Saudis do It? 

Partly because they would 
be hurt along with everyone 
else by a collapse of the 
American economy. Partly, 
too, because they want to 
regain some control over 
some of their wilder OPEC 
colleagues. 

But they have long been 
hinting that a “political in¬ 
centive" would help them 
release more of their oil. In 
early May their oil spokes¬ 
man, Sheik Ahmad Zaki Ya- 
mani, told a Japanese dele¬ 
gation that his country would 
be able to Increase oil pro¬ 
duction greatly "but we will 
not be able to do so until 
peace is established in the 
Middle East." 

What political incentive is 
implied? 

It was on July 1, the day 
before the Saudi oil an¬ 
nouncement, that Strauss 
reached Tel Aviv and was 
greeted by a goodwill ges.- 
ture which he could pass 
along to the Arabs. 

Israeli Defence Minister 
Ezer Weizman told him that 
he would allow the reopening 
In the fall of the Arab Uni¬ 
versity at Bir Zeit vn the 
West Bank, and that there 
would not be any military 
trials after all for the mayor 
and other Arab leaders of the 
Arab city of Nablus who has 
protested establishment of a 
new Jewish settlement near¬ 
by. 

Obviously, the larger flow 
of Saudi oil to America will 
remain “temporary" until 
Israel does more for Arabs 


investment would be on the order of 
several years' global income spread 
over 50 or more years. Moreover, it 
would be decades before the invest¬ 
ment began to produce worthwhile 
returns. 

So the question of whether or not 
there will be a human society and 
economy spanning the Solar system In 
the year 2079 depends ultimately on 
the continued domination of Earth by 
high-technology Western-style econo¬ 
mies whose enormous energy require¬ 
ments demand these further re¬ 
sources. If we all decide to stop eating 
meat, scrap our machines and com¬ 
mune with nature, there will be no 
need for major expansion into space. 

But despite the anti-growth and 
anti-science sentiment which parts of 
the West are experiencing at the mo¬ 
ment, the basic technological orienta¬ 
tion of Western culture is well-nigh 
unalterable. Barring catastrophic war 
that physically destroys them, the 
high-technology Western societies (In¬ 
cluding the Soviet variant) and their 
emulators elsewhere will continue to 
dominate the world economy. That 
means a continuously rising demand 
for new resources which eventual¬ 
ly will drive man out into the Solar sys¬ 
tem. 


We are not, of course, talking about 
mass emigration in search of living 
space, on the model of the great surge 
of population from Europe into the 
Western Hemisphere during the past 
three centuries. Only a tiny fraction of 
one per cent of the human race is ever 
likely to leave the confines of the 
Earth’s atmosphere. « 

What we are talking about is gigan¬ 
tic engineering projects throughout 
the Solar system, in which the tiny 
space-borne fraction of mankind ex¬ 
ploits the 99.99 per cent of the system’s 
resources which lie off Earth on behalf 
of the great majority who stay at 
home. The appropriate analogy is the 
deep-sea fishing, offshore oil-rigs and 
seabed mining operations with which' 
we have recently been learning to 
exploit that other inhospitable en¬ 
vironment, the oceans. 

The technical literature is already 
full of similar proposals for exploiting 
deep space and its resources. Some, 
probably many, ultimately will prove 
to be not only technically feasible but 
economically rewarding. 

It is these practical economic in¬ 
centives, not some transient inclina¬ 
tion towards high adventure, that ulti¬ 
mately will expand the human sphere 
of activity to include the entire Solar 
system. Next time the motives will be 
much less romantic, but the Moon 
landings of a decade ago were indeed 
the shape of things to come.

than the above. The more 
must be related to the terms 
for Palestinian Arab inde¬ 
pendence on the West Bank, 
Talks over such matters 
have been continuing during 
the Strauss visit to the area. 
The Saudis can open their oil 
spigot wider, or turn it down, 
as those talks progress. 

But right now. the essen¬ 
tial and most interesting 
thing is that the Saudis have 
come to the aid of the Ameri¬ 
can economy (and of Carter) 
in its moment of need. 

And so, in their own curi¬ 
ous way, have the Soviets by 
the simple expedient of 
doing nothing to exploit the 
trouble Carter is in. 

There are plenty of ways 
open to them. They have In¬ 
fluence with several of the 
oil producing countries — 
Libya in particular. Libya's 
Colonel Quaddafi has threa¬ 
tened to cut off all oil ship¬ 
ments to the United States. 
But he has not done so. The 
Saudi move should restrain 
him further. 

Why docs Moscow play its 
hand so softly just now? 

Probably for many rea¬ 
sons. It seems to want the 
SALT II treaty ratified. Any 
bluff, bluster or new impe¬ 
rial venture right now would 
spoil that possibility. 

But they also have a stake 
in the American economy 
along with the rest of the 
world. They are backward in 
technology. They want 
American help. And perhaps 
they also may think that they 
have some interest in 
American political sta¬ 
bility. 

Right now. a serious set¬ 
back of the American econ¬ 
omy would mean economic 
trouble for the whole world. 
It also could undermine 
Carter’s political founda¬ 
tions. His political condition 
at the moment is visibly vul¬ 
nerable. Important foreign 
countries must be thinking 
over the Implications of a 
change in American leader¬ 
ship next year. 


OTTAWA — Joe Clark is 
learning the hard way that 
there are practical limits lo 
use of power. A Canadian 
prime minister is not subject 
to the same checks and bal¬ 
ances which 
constrain a 
U.S. presi¬ 
dent. but 
still there 
are some 
courses that 
a PM pur¬ 
sues at his 
peril. 

At one 
time it would 
have been 
political suicide for a prime 
minister to use his parlia¬ 
mentary majority to appoint 
an ambassador to the Vati¬ 
can. Then Pierre Trudeau 
did it — without creating a 
ripple. He sensed, correctly, 
that the old religious passion 
had substantially evaporat¬ 
ed in a spirit of ecumenism. 

So something that would 
have been politically impos 
sible a decade earlier had 
become a non-issue. 

Clark’s decision to move 
the Canadian embassy in Is¬ 
rael from Tel Aviv to,Jeru¬ 
salem is less in tune with the 
•times. It’s a provocativf' 
move close to the centre of 
one of the most volatile caul¬ 
drons of world politics — 
complicated by the fact that 
thousands of Canadian jobs 
and, in the extreme, a dis¬ 
ruption of energy supplies to 
Eastern Canada, could be at 
stake. 

When Clark finally con¬ 
vinced the Arab world that 
he had been serious about his 
election promise they began 
to flex their economic 
muscle. And although it mrfy 
not have seemed too impor¬ 
tant at first when only a few 
architects and engineers 
were complaining, it became 
more so when big companies 
like Air Canada and Bell 
Telephone felt threatened. * 
Finally, when the Arab Mon¬ 
etary Fund decided not to do 
business with Canadian 
banks, a concentration of 
power second only to the gov- 
ernment itself was in¬ 
volved. 

Immigration Minister Ron 
Atkey added fuel to the fire 
by claiming the Arabs' bark 
was worse than their bite. 

Joe Clark had to defuse the 
issue. Although whether his 
appointment of Robert Stan¬ 
field as a special fact-finding 
ambassador will be suffi¬ 
cient to pacify the Arabs 
temporarily remains to be 
seen. 

Canadian Jewry, mean¬ 
while, Is bound to be disap¬ 
pointed by the delay al¬ 
though they have reacted 
with caution. Rabbi Gunther 
Piaut explained on Canada 
AM that he chooses to be¬ 
lieve that Joe Clark will live 
up to his promise but, never¬ 
theless. he thought the 
"strategic delay” was wise 
in the circumstances. 

This statement is consis¬ 
tent with the longstanding 
policy of the Canadian Jew¬ 
ish Congress. Jewish inter¬ 
ests are pursued with vigor 
and persistence but never to 
the point of creating an anti- 
Jewish backlash. It wouldn't

help their cause if, due to a 
shortage of oil, Haligonians 
were left freezing in the 
dark. 

The most discouraging as¬ 
pect of the issue from 
Clark’s standpoint is that he 
won’t be able to stay in his 
present holding pattern for¬ 
ever. Sooner or later he is 
going to be forced to decide 
where to land. 

He may hope Stanfield will 
be able to keep the question 
open long enough for some 
progress to be made in nego¬ 


tiations concerning the fu¬ 
ture of the West Bank of the 
Jordan. But even in the un¬ 
likely event of substantial 
progress on that Issue, the 
future of Jerusalem still 
won’t be resolved. For Jews 
the Holy City Is "non-negoti- 
able” and for Arabs the idea 
of permanent Israeli so¬ 
vereignty over the city is 
"unthinkable." 

When Clark finally 
chooses, as ultimately he 
must, he will find that either 
way the political cost will be 
many times greater than his 
initial temporary gain.

The right to a gun

The right of Norman West to bear arms and shoot at 
bears and stray dogs has been upheld by British Co¬ 
lumbia Provincial Judge L. J. Keffer. That Mr. West 
used his Marlin rifle to shoot a 170-grain. .30-30 calibre 
bullet into the leg of a 24-year-old woman apparently 
ranks as one of the more unimportant details in the 
case. 

Mr. West, an unemployed truck driver, did not inten¬ 
tionally shoot Wendy Mills. He just aimed into the 
bushes near a picnic site and fired. The fact that he hit 
Miss Mills, shattering her leg and forcing doctors to 
amputate it below the knee, was enough to convict him 
of criminal negligence and land him a 30-day sentence 
to be served on consecutive weekends in Fernie jail. It 
was not enough to make the judge accept the pleas from 
the Crown prosecutor that Mr. West’s rifle be consfi- 
scated and his use of firearms restricted. 

Why not? Because. Judge Keffer said, although Mr. 
West has fired his rifle numerous times over the past 
year from his porch, this one "prime example of stupid 
carelessness" has surely taught him a lesson. 

It surely has. It has taught him that he is not alone in 
his boneheaded idea that Canadians have a God-given 
right to shoot their guns at anything that moves. It has 
taught him that while many people believe this coun¬ 
try’s gun laws are far too lenient, and are ready to use 
Mr. West’s shooting of Miss Mills as exhibit number one 
in their arguments, at least one judge in British Colum¬ 
bia feels Mr. West has an inalienable right to his Mar¬ 
lin rifle. 

And it has taught us that as long as judges like Mr. 
Keffer are on the bench, those fighting for legislated 
restrictions in the use of firearms in Canada cannot 
relax. . j

May I disclose some facts relating to Prime 
Minister Clark's proposed disposal of Petro-Canada 
and an apparent contrived energy shortage as dis¬ 
closed by Don Bell Reports (a conservative informa¬ 
tion agency) in their edition of May 18, 1979?

Worth couple asked that their name not be used." 

Since he was chosen as leader of the Progressive

Gorde Hunter rushes in 
where "angels fear to tread" 
in his July 11 column in 
which he suggests that the 
coming fuel shortage can be 
alleviated by the "bootleg” 
production of wood alcohol, 
as was carried on during the 
Depression days, and the 
production of methane from 
coal and garbage. 

Contrary to Mr. Hunter's 
comment that wood alcohol 
"could be used two ways — 
to consume or run engines,” 
I would inform your readers 
that Wood or methyl alcohol 
is highly toxic to humans. It 
is grain or ethyl alcohol that 
is the principal ingredient of 
rye, scotch, gin, etc. I would 
also mention that wood alco¬ 
hol is much less efficient 
than gasoline as a fuel for 
internal combustion en¬ 
gines. 

The production of methane 
from coal or garbage would 
be a highly uneconomical 


undertaking, particularly in 
British Columbia and Alber¬ 
ta where we have an abun¬ 
dant supply of natural gas 
(methane). In addition, this 
process involves some seri-_ 
ous atmospheric pollution* 
problems. 

In any energy conserva¬ 
tion program it must be re¬ 
cognized that industry uses 
approximately 70 per cent of 
the total energy consumed In 
Canada and that any reduc¬ 
tion in this supply of energy 
will result in a decrease in 
production and an increase 
in unemployment. 

To make any significant 
contribution to conservation 
the domestic use of energy 
would have to be curtailed to 
a much greater degree than 
1 -the turning down of the ther¬ 
mostats to the 68 degrees 
that Mr. Hunter suggested.

The answer, of course, 
was yes and I.pointed to the 
rather remarkable story of the 
little girl who survived prolonged 
immersion under the ice, and to 
the superlative effort of the nurses 
and the professional team who 
cared for her on the pediatric 
ward. 

it is very important to point out 
in these troubled times, that the 
1 Royal Jubilee is a superb hospital 


in spite of its present obvious diffi¬ 
culties. The hospital has much to 
be proud of including Its current 
three-year accreditation, its open 
heart program, the renal unit, its 
children’s wards, to name only a 
few. It is a vital organization of 
nurses, doctors, lab people, rec¬ 
ord keepers, pharmacists, dieti¬ 
cians. housekeeping people and 
others, and each and every indi¬ 
vidual is dedicated to the care of 
the sick. 

The hospital's problems basic¬ 
ally relate to being expected to do 
too much with too little. The ad¬ 
ministrative problems have been 


identified and are on their way to 
solution but there is a budge¬ 
tary deficit which is too great a 
drain on hospital finances. 

It remains the responsibility of 
the government to see that patient 
care does not deteriorate by re¬ 
moving this burden, once it can be 
assured that effective fiscal con¬ 
trol has been re-established, and I 
believe this is happening. 

The government must also take 
emergency action to relieve the 
shortage of beds for acute care 
purposes. Even the issue of open 
board meetings is likely to be

cially to give the ceremonial address. 

REFERRING TO her own experience, she urged 
the students to seek out meaningful creatively ex¬ 
pressive work. It was a similar speech to what I had 
heard at the graduation ceremonies of my other 
children. 

And every time I hear it I get just a little mad. 
Not that I doubt the sincerity of the teachers. But it is 
just a bit ivory-towerish and in a way. a sinister 
refinement of the so-called Protestant work ethic. 

NOTWITHSTANDING that what may seem 
creative to one may seem dull and repetitive fo 
another, there is little employment that fits within, 
these teachers’ definition and getting to be less and 
less all the time. 

Even some teachers are finding circumstances 
forcing them into practices and patterns that they 
formerly despised, and probably still do The fact is 
that these young people will be lucky to find employ¬ 
ment of any kind and at least 90 per cent of it will not 
fit within the definition of the teachers' lofty aims. 

TO BE SURE, it is fine for that small minority 
who achieve something close to the teacher's ideals 
But ideals should be in relation to reality. Most of 
them will drift into uncreative jobs. For them, not to 
achieve the lofty ideal, must give them a sense of a 
degree of failure and lack of self worth. And 
ironically for something that is. largely out of their 
control. 

For these students, the teacher has done a 
considerable disservice — a legacy of a future 
feeling of inadequacy. These young people should be 
told the way it really is, that most of them 
w ill not find what can be defined as personally mean 
ingful employment. That the best many of them can 
do is find something they can tolerate, that will be 
adequate to live on. 

TODAY'S REALITY, so pul, may seem all doom 
and gloom but it is not necessarily so. Once the 
reality is told, the reason for its existence can be 
investigated and creativity and self-expression not 
necessarily completely negated. As some have dis¬ 
covered, it begins when the quitting whistle blows.

A new United States en¬ 
ergy policy means a big 
boost for British Columbia if 
the province cashes in on its 
coal reserves, industry and 
government spokesmen said 
Monday. 

President Jimmy Carter 
announced Sunday that he 
will request a massive com¬ 
mitment of funds to develop 
energy from coal and other 
materials. 

B.C. has already launched 
a development program into 
coal research, Pat McGcer, 
provincial minister of sci¬ 
ence and technology said 
Monday. 

"It doesn’t matter what 
Carter says, we are already 
developing our coal. Our 
coal reserves are far more 
than we could conceive of 
using. If there is one re¬ 
source we can consider ex¬ 
porting, it’s coal.” 

Norman Gish, chairman of 
the B.C. Energy Commis¬ 


sion, said the concerted ef¬ 
fort by the U.S. will mean a 
spinoff effect for B.C. 

“Our very large coal re¬ 
serves is our energy bank for 
the future," he said in an 
interview. 

“We’re naturally anxious 
to see coal research and de¬ 
velopment take place be- 
cause the more options we 
have U> British Columbia 
means the better it will be. It 
will mean greater security 
for an energy supply." 

In Ottawa. Mitchell Sharp, 
head of the federal pipeline 
agency* said Monday that 
Carter’s plan will spur con- 
sturction of the Alaskan nat¬ 
ural gas pipeline. 

Prime Minister Clark said 
he was “generally en¬ 
couraged" by Carter's vow 
to make the United States 
energy self-sufficient. 

Sharp said Carter has pro¬ 
vided “great encourage¬ 
ment" to construction of the 
$12 billion Alaskan pipeline 
to the lower 48 states. 


The controversial pipeline 
has been on the drawing 
board since 1975. Canada has 
already approved its con¬ 
struction but the U.S. Con¬ 
gress was holding it up in a 
debate over the joint Can- 
ada-U.S. financing. 

Carter (said he hoped Can¬ 
ada and the United States 
woilld have a close working 
relationship and forecast 
“by 1985, Alaskan and Cana¬ 
dian natural gas can dis¬ 
place almost 700 thousand 
barrels of imported oil per 
day." 


The new energy policy 
drew praise from the Orga¬ 
nization of Petroleum Ex¬ 
porting Countries as well as 
from the European Common 
Market, the Japanese and 
West German governments 
and a Western energy plan¬ 
ning agency 

Some foreign officials and 
newspapers criticized it as 
short on specifics and won¬ 
dered whether Carter can 
make it work. Investors 
reacted negatively too. send¬ 
ing gold to a record $291,875 
U.S. an ounce in Zurich.

LYTHAM ST. ANNES, England 
(AP) — British bookmakers are not 
renowned for their benevolence. They 
know their business. 

So when the money men say there 
are only two players likely to win this 
week’s British Open Golf Champion¬ 
ship it is well worth paying attention. 

Tom Watson is a firm 5-1 favorite to 
take the 930,000 first prize. 

The 29-year-old Watson, from Kan¬ 
sas City, already has won $387,380 in 
prize money on the U.S. tour this 
year, more than$150,000 more than his 
nearest rival — but there are 152 very 
capable golfers in the Open field. 

According to the bookies, Watson's 
main challenger will be defending 
champion-Jack Nicklaus, whose odds 
are a relatively generous 7-1. 


If you don’t want to back Watson or 
Nicklaus, your chances of a big payoff 
are much increased. 

Gary Player, Lee Trevino, Sevvy 
Ballesteros and Hale Irwin are avail¬ 
able at 14-1 and some of the outsiders 
are on offer at up to 1,000-1 

The bookies say that only Balles¬ 
teros or Player can prevent an Ameri¬ 
can from winning the Open here for 
the first.time since 1920. 

Other leading odds include: 16-1-, Hu¬ 
bert Green and Jerry Pate; 20-1, Tom 
Weiskopf; 25-1, Ben Crenshaw; 33-1, 
Tom Kite and Fuzzy Zoeller: and 
40-1.' Lon Hinkle. 

Player, the 43-year-old from Johan¬ 
nesburg who won the Open for the 
third time when it was last held at 
Royal Lytham in 1974, won’t be 


blamed if his concentration suffers a 
bit in the first round. 

His son, Wayne, will be in the field 
for the first time. 

“I'll try not to let it bother me," 
Player senior said. 

"Obviously when you have a son who 
plays, you take a great interest,” he 
added. "It's very exciting for me 
and makes me very proud, especially 
as we never pushed him to play. He 
came to me and said he wanted to 
play.” * 

Player did not want to be drawn on 
how he rated his son as a golfer. “I’ll 
let his clubs do the talking,” Player 
said. But asked if he agreed with his 
son’s comment that he could finish in 


the top 10 if he played well, the elder 
Player replied: “He has the ability to 
be in the top ten. Let’s face it, on any 
course in the world he could shoot 66. 
But that doesn’t mean I think he will 
do so here. 

“If he can make the cut for the final 
36 holes, it will be an unbelievable 
effort. But what he has achieved al¬ 
ready, just to be taking part at the age 
of 17, is outstanding," he said. 

Player said Wayne would be going 
into the South African army next Janu¬ 
ary for a two-year stint. “I think it will 
be the making of him because it will 
give him the extra discipline he 
need?.” 

Player did not seem to rate his own 
chances all that highly. 


"I'm having quite a nice year," he 
said. “With four second place finishes 
I’ve come very relaxed, but I haven’t 
really prepared as I should have be¬ 
cause I’ve been home for the last ten 
days to visit my family.” 

Player won the Open for the first 
time in 1959, then again in 1968 and 
1974. "I think the first time was the 
most exciting,” he recalled. “I was 
thrilled to have been the youngest to do 
it. 1 was 23.1 was so thrilled I arrived 
at the prize-giving 20 minutes before 
anyone else.” 

While Gary and Wayne will be com 
peting for honors a third Player also 
has a role. He is the other son, 18-year- 
old Mark, who will be caddying for his 
father.

out. 

Victor Regalado, Who 
started the day tied with Ed 
Dougherty for the lead — a 
stroke ahead of Peete. Lee 
Trevino and Mike Reid — 
tied for second with Trevino 
and Jim Simons at 274. 

Regalado shot a final- 
round 71, Trevino a 70 and 
Simons a 67, while Dough¬ 
erty closed with a 72 to tie 
John Lister at 275. 

Peete now has won money 
in 11 of the 18 tournaments in 


which he has played this 
year and raised his 1979 
earnings to $81,584. 

Peete’s 72-hole total set a 
Milwaukee Open record. The 
best previous finish since the 
event moved to Tuckaway in 
1973 was 270 by Dave Hill in 
1976.

Dress rehearsal set 
for Moscow Games 


MOSCOW (Reuter) — 
Some 2,500 athletes from all 
over the world will have a 
preview of next year’s Mos¬ 
cow Olympics when they 
compete in the Soviet 
Union's Spartakiad national 
games during the next three 
weeks. 

The Spartakiad, which 
takes place every three 
years, is a sports tourna¬ 
ment on Olympic scale in¬ 
volving teams 1 from the 15 
Soviet republics and the 
cities of Moscow and Lenin¬ 
grad. 

But this year the events 
have opened to foreign ath¬ 
letes and teams as well, 
turning the occasion into a 
dress rehearsal for the 1980 
Olympics. 

The result will be a gain in 
experience, not just for the 
athletes, but also for orga¬ 
nizers and officials. Most of 
the 115 officials, doctors and 
students who are manning 
the doping controls, for ex¬ 
ample, will be doing the 
same jobs next year at the 
Olympic Games. 

The Spartakiad organizers 
have also invited 150 foreign 
judges and the top figures in 
the international Olympic 
movement. 

There will be a large for¬ 
eign press contingent here, 
too, but several countries 
and organizations have had 
journalists turned away be¬ 
cause numbers are limited. 

Not all the Olympic facili¬ 
ties are complete, but 
enough are now ready to give 
visitors a good idea of what 
to expect in 1980. 

At the main Lenin Sta¬ 
dium at Luzhniki by the Mos¬ 
cow River, thousands of 
workers have been putting 
the finishing touches io a 
two-year rebuilding opera¬ 
tion. 

The giant stadium, built in 
the 1950s, has been refur¬ 
bished. There is an imported 
Tartan running track, the 
latest electronic equipment, 
new bars and cafes and faci¬ 
lities for the press. 

The last-minute rush to get 
projects finished is a Soviet 
Union tradition called 
“shturmovshchina” (storm¬ 
ing). Despite the frenzy. 


there seems little doubt that 
all will be ready by the offi¬ 
cial Spartakiad opening 
ceremony on July 21. 

Elsewhere in Moscow, 
competitions have been 
going on for several days 
already. The fencers have 
been the first tenants of the 
Central Army Sports Club’s 
new Olympic indoor centre, 
which seats 11,000 spectators 
in two halls.

Garden Notes 




I get a constant trickle of letters 
across my desk from folks with tree- 
shaded gardens asking what they can 
grow in these sunshine-deficient plots. 

1 think I have covered this subject 
pretty thoroughly in this column as far 
as flowers and shrubs are concerned, 
but until fa reader reminded me last 
week, it never even occurred to me 
that the shade problem applies to 
vegetables loo. 

By and large, most vegetables need 
a fair amount of sunshine to bring 
them to maturity, but there are some 
kinds which will grow reasonably well 
in light or dappled shade, and a few 
that actually prefer a little shade, 
especially when the feather turns 
very hot and dry. 

Most of the vegetables which can be 
grown in a shaded plot are those valu¬ 
ed for their leaves, or those which can 
be harvested and eaten in their imma¬ 
ture state. For instance, big bulb 
onions cannot be grown in shade, for 
they need lots and lots of sunshine to 
ripen their tissues and "cnre" them 
for winter storage. Green onions, 
though, will do fine in light shade, and 
may be even more mild and crisp than 
scallions grown in full sun. 

Head lettuce will not head up in the 
shade, but the looseleaf varieties will

provide plenty of leaves for the salad 
bowl, and these, too. will be crisp and 
delicately flavored. The lettuce plants 
are less inclined to run up to seed in 
the shade, but they will need a moist, 
humusy soil. Incidentally, with no 
"heading up" problem, there is no 
deadline for the sowing of seeds of leaf 
lettuce, and a pinch or two can go in 
every weekend to maintain a constant 
supply of tender young salad greens. 

Parsley grows better in the shade 
than in the hot sun. but the seeds are 
slow and erratic in germinating no 
matter how you grow them. Try a 
small sowing for luck, and if they 
come along, pot up a couple of plants 
this fall for your kitchen windowsill. 

Cress or Peppergrass is much ea 
sier to grow than parsley, producing a 
similar type of leaf, somewhat paler in 
color and definitely with a hotter and 
more peppery flavor. 

Radishes take longer to plump up 
their bulbs in light shade, but in hot. 
dry weather you’ll find your shade- 
grown radishes are actually crisper 
and milder in flavor than those pro¬ 
duced in the sun. Comet. Champion 
and Cherry Belle are all good red 
varieties: French Breakfast is elon 
gated — sort of peanut-shaped — red 
with a white tip. Burpee's White is a 


particularly fine white radish, globe 
shaped, with edible leaves. 

Spinach, endive and chard will 
grow just as well in partial shade as in 
full sun. although I have never been 
able to figure out why anyone would 
want to eat spinach when the tastier 
mustard greens are just as easy to 
grow. Tendergreen and Fordliook 
Fancy arc excellent varieties lo grow 
in the vegetable plot. Mustard comes 
along fast, and can be picked and 
eaten in its immature state, so it isn't a 
bit too late to put in some seeds. 

Given enough manure or ripe com 
post in their rooting area, cucumbers 
do surprisingly well In light or partial 
shade, usually with more solid white 
flesh and a smaller seed cavity, and 
with less tenderness to bitterness. I 
doubt if sowing this late in the season 
would come to anything, but you might 
keep it in mind for next year 

Lack of sunshine, of course, isn't 
the whole problem in a shaded site. 
Where the shade is causetj by trees, 
you have the competition of the tree 
roots for nutrients and moisture. And 
as no vegetables will thrive in dry soil, 
the tree-shaded plot will need extra 
watering and mulching, together with 
a generous dressing of moisture-re¬ 
taining organic material dug in. 


BEIJING — As long as I 
was in China, I saw no harm 
in going over to the Beijing 
Zoo and talking to an expert 
on pandas, concerning the 
problem w.e were having at 
the National Zoo in Washing¬ 
ton. I explained to her that 
Hsing-Hsing, the male 
panda, given to us by the 
Chinese after former presi¬ 
dent Nixon's visit, was not 
making it with Ling-Ling, 
the female panda. So they 
were preventing the United 
States from having an heir to 
the American Panda Dy¬ 
nasty. 

The lady we talked to was 
Madame Ye. probably the 
foremost expert on panda 
breeding in Asia. Madame 
Ye said, in so many Chinese 
words, that judging from 
what I had told her about 
Ilsing-Hsing's press In the 
United States, he was getting 
a bad rap. 

It seems that while female 
pandas can get adjusted to 
having sexual relations in 
captivity, male pandas are 
much more reluctant to play 
around in a zoo.

She knows from corre¬ 
spondence with the National 
Zoo in Washington that Ling-

even shown anger at being 
ignored. 

Madame Ye. who said she 
could not interfere in the 
internal sexual affairs of a 
foreign zoo, offered the opin¬ 
ion that Hsing-Hsing needed 
a lot more exercise and a lot 
less sleep before he got the 
message that there was 
more lo life than just eating 
bamboo hearts and taking 
long naps. 

At the same time, you 
don't find a Du-Du every day 
of the week, so Madame Ye 
told me that the Peking Zoo 
has developed an artificial 
insemination program for its 
female pandas. She thought 
that if Hsing-Hsing contin¬ 
ued to refuse to consummate 
the relationship with Ling- 
Ling. the National Zoo might 
resort to this method. 

It's quite painless, though 
admittedly there's not much 
fun in it either. First. Hsing- 
Hsing would be put to sleep, 
and make a donation to Ling- 
Ling through electric stimu 
lation. Then Ling-Ling would

But, as they say in China, 
it's a shot in the dark, and no 
one can deny that Hsing- 
Hsing had his chance to do it 
while he was awake. 

I asked Madame Ye if 
there was any way of trading 
Hsing-Hsing with the Shang¬ 
hai Zoo for Du-Du.

The provincial government will spend $22 million during 
the next five years protecting Lower Fraser Valley agricul¬ 
tural land from floods, Environment Minister Rafe Mair 
said Monday.

Bee Gees’ fans cheer, critics screech

VANCOUVER—Despite some brutally critical articles 
about them before and after their Sunday night per¬ 
formance at the Pacific Coliseum, The Bee Gees put on a 
dazzling show before a near-capacity crowd of 15,800, 
most of Utem confirmed fans of the British group. 

The/ Brothers Gibb—Barry, Robin and Maurice de¬ 
lighted their audience with about 90 minutes of hits spanning 
some two decades of rock music. «* 

WITH A SPECTACULAR light show to go with their 
slick program, the brothers hopped on stage in all-white 
outfits and got off to a rousing start with Tragedy, complete 
with explosion and burst of fireworks. 

From then on, the pacing was nicely done, their disco 
hits interlaced with the ballads. 

Two hits from Saturday Night Fever, Night Fever 
and Stayin' Alive, came early in the show, as did the ballads 
Love So Right and Run To Me. 

A MEDLEY OF’ THEIR “OLDER" hits was interrupted 
by long and loud applause after Too Much Heaven. Included 


in that string of hits were Holiday, Lonely Nights, I Started 
A Joke and Massachusetts. 

While Barry got most of the screams from the young 
women, Maurice provided his usual touch of humor. 
Robin, who doesn't play a guitar on stage as his'broth¬ 
ers do, appeared the same way he did when the Bee 
Gees were,at Victoria’s Memorial Arena on Sept. 7, 
1975—lost. 

The brothers ended their regular set In a strong fash¬ 
ion with How Do You Mend A Broken Heart, Nights On 
Broadway, How Deep Is Your Love and Jive Talkin’. 

AND, JUST AS THEY DID in Victoria less than four 
years ago, the group came back for an encore and started 
with another go at Jive Talkin’. 

But the Vancouver dailies carried articles by rock- 
music writers which bordered on cruel. 

The day before the show, one writer began this way: 
"Since this is an article on the Bee Gees it probably 
should be appearing on the business page.” 

“IT IS TIME TO FORGIVE the Bee Gees for being so 
successful and admit that they make at worst, pleasant, 
harmless pop songs, and at best, some of the most fine 



ly-crafted popular music of the d8y,” the same writer 
said later on in the same article. 

The writer didn't stop there. 

"New York Mining Disaster, Massachusetts, I Start¬ 
ed A Joke, I’ve Gotta Get A Message To You, Holiday, 
To Love Somebody. . . Lovely music. Were it all the Bee 
Gees had done, it would ensure them a place beside the 
Hollies in the second rank of British artists of the '60s. 

' THE BEE GEES’ LATEST ALBUM. Spirits Having 
Flown, is a lesser record than previous disco efforts, but 
that is to be expected. The slavering devotion of their fans 
aside, the Brothers Glibb (sic) have had their ups and downs 
before.” 

Another reviewer said near the beginning of his review:

McGEER SHIFTS ON COAL PLAN 


Education, Science and Technology Minister Pat 
McGeer Monday backtracked slightly on his criticism of 
the development of Hat Creek coal as a source of thermal 
energy. 

After B.C. Hydro chairman Robert Bonner denied that 
Hat Creek would “ravage” an area of the province and then 
a meeting betweem McGeer and Bonner, the minister said 
his earlier statements “may have been misunderstood. 

While agreeing that Hat Creek could not at present 
meet pollution control standards, McGeer said it could 
still provide a relatively cheap source of energy. 

Asked if it was on "the front burner or the back 
burner goes," McGeer declined a clear-cut answer. 

"It would be the most desirable coal-fired plant In 
B.C. because of its large size and because of the location," 
he said. “ 


Asked to answer the original question, McGeer said: 
"Hat Creek is one of a number of projects that are competi¬ 
tive in terms in cost.” 

In 1977 following an interview with scientists at the 
National Coal Board in London. England, the \Colonlst 
reported that the greatest energy-source at Hat Creek was 
octane 89 gasoline. 

The NCB scientists said at that time, however, that 
gasoline from Hat Creek would reach the retail market at 
approximately $2.30 a gallon. 

Asked Monday if the production of gasoline would 
still be the best use for Hat Creek coal, McGeer answer¬ 
ed with a reluctant "yes."

Gas crisis can’t keep 
tourists out of B.C. 


VANCOUVER (CP) — 
Gas shortages which have 
apparently discouraged 
many Americans from visit¬ 
ing Canada this year do not 
seem to have hurt the indus¬ 
try in British Columbia. 

Statistics Canada figures 
indicated that total visits by 
Americans to this country is 
down this year by six per 
cent over a year ago, but 
June figures for B.C. show a 
substantial increase of five 
per cent over 1978’s record 
tally. 

The reason might be that 
B.C. tourism officials 
stressed in advertising this 
year that there is no short¬ 
age of fuel in the province. 

John Plul, director of the 
B.C. tourist department, 
said Sunday that interviews 
with 2.000 tourists at the 
Blaine border crossing south 
of Vancouver revealed that 
only 10 per cent of the visi¬ 
tors had trouble buying gas 
on their way to Canada. 


The interviews also 
showed that 25 per cent of the 
visitors polled decided to 
come to B.C. specifically be¬ 
cause they knew they could 
get gas. 

“There are problems get¬ 
ting gas in the major cities in 
the U.S., but people have 
found that if they avoid those 
cities there is plenty avail¬ 
able on the way up here," 
said Plul. 

Tourism officials notified 
16,000 travel agents in the 
U.S. that gas was cheap and 
plentiful in B.C. and Plul 
went down to deliver the 
same message on 11 radio 
talk shows down the U.S. 
Pacific coast. 


On the other hand ^figures 
indicate that British Colum-

bians may be discouraged 
from visiting the U.S. this 
year because of the gas 
shortages and higher prices 
arising from the devaluation 
of the Canadian dollar. 
There has been a six-per- 
cent decline in the number of 
B.C. visitors to the U.S. this 
year. 

Because the U.S. gallon is 
20 per cent smaller than the 
imperial and there is a 15 to 
20 per cent discount on the 
Canadian dollar, the equiva¬ 
lent of an imperial gallon 
bought in Seattle is $1.10 
compared witlf 93 cents in 
Vancouver.

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Couvelier shies away from row with Curtis 

Mayor doesn't want to jeopardize Saanich's bid for horticultural centre 


Saanich Mayor Mel Couvelier said Monday he 
doesn’t want to jeopardize his proposed horticultural 
centre by arguing with Provincial Secretary Hugh 
Curtis over the controversial Royal Oak industrial 
park plan. 

Couvelier was commenting on Curtis' announcement 
over the weekend that he would employ government 
pressure to stop the proposed Royal Oak park. 

Couvelier told aldermen at Monday's regular council 
meeting: "I withheld comment from the press on this 
question and 1 intend to continue doing so." 

However, Couvelier went on to say that as mayor, he 
faces "many situations" that require the cooperation 
of Curtis’ ministry.-* 


One of those situations, he said, was the proposed Saan¬ 
ich Cultural Centre and Horticultural Pavilion. 

The application for the centre "has been on his 
(Curtis') desk for some weeks now." Couvelier said. 

"1 don't want to engage in a public debate wjth the min¬ 
ister on this for fear it might jeopardize the horticultual 
centre application," he said. 

Couvelier said he also wanted to "make it clear" 
there was no “blackmail" involved in his decision not to 
arguepubticly with Curtis. 

"1 intend to hold my tongue on this," he said. 

Couvelier said a letter from Curtis on the Royal 
Oak issue was delivered to him by hand that afternoon. 

The letter began: "No doubt my comments in the 
press over the weekend regarding Royal Oak were of 
surprise to you.” 


Curtis went on to say in the letter that he felt it was 
bis duty as MLA for Saanich and the Islands to speak out 
against the Royal Oak industrial project and in favor 
of one proposed" for Keating Cross Roads in Central Saan¬ 
ich. 

"I recognize that my action will be seen as ‘intere- 
ference' in the local government process. I am prepared 
to accept that criticism,” Curtis said. 

Aldermen appeared annoyed with Curtis’ announced 
opposition to the Royal Oak park. 

Aid. David Paterson said, "I don't see why we should 
respond to a guy who makes a political statement." 

Aid. Sandy Noel said the letter from Curtis was the 
municipality's first official notice of Curtis’ objection to 
the proposal. 

"He knew before the election it was a hot potato. Now- 


lie's coming out with the rather dogmatic statement 
that he's going to cancel it. I resent his dogmatic attitude 
in this matter and his getting in touch with the media be¬ 
fore council.” 

Aid. Fred Severson said he didn't believe Curtis had 
been properly informed on the Royal Oak issue. 

Following several remarks on Curtis' announcement, 
aldermen received and filed his letter. 

In May, Hugh Curtis announced that a $75,000 grant 
for studies on the proposed horticultural centre would 
be conditional on cabinet approving a request for 110 
acres of crown land adjacent to Camosun College's Inter- 
urban Campus. 

Vancouver architect Arthur Erickson has been com¬ 
missioned to design the centre.

Weeds, says city 
but to owner 
they’re edibles

One man's meat Is another 
man's poison and on the in¬ 
terpretation of that old 
adage hangs the outcome of 
what could be the battle of 
the year in Victoria. 

THE CITY has its troops 
ready for combat. So has 
Emil Stanley Wilson of Oak 
Bay. 

The battleground will be a 
house, or rather a yard at 
1351 Vining in Victoria. 

The objective—to elimi¬ 
nate an abundance of weeds, 
such as thistles and dande¬ 
lions, or beautiful wild- 
flowers and herbs, depend¬ 
ing on where you stand with 
regard to above-mentioned 
proverb. 

THERE’S NO doubt where 
the two adversaries stand. 

The city says the yard is 
overgrown with weeds and it 
threatens Wilson with an in¬ 
vasion of his property by city 
crews who would hack away 
at the weeds and charge him 
$240 for the job. 

But Wilson says the tar¬ 
gets of the city's planned 
attack aren’t weeds at all. 

He says he eats many of 
the plants and those he 
doesn’t eat are just plain 
wildflowers which have a 
right to live. 

WILSON HAS expressed 
his- sentiments in a four- 
page, 10-point appeal to the 
city which will be dealt with 
this morning by council's 
parks coYnmittee. 

He says what the city calls 
long grass and .thistles con¬ 
sists of "many wild edible 
plants in their natural state, 


well-known to many people 
in other parts of the world 
for their health and curative 
properties when taken inter¬ 
nally." 

He says he had open heart 
surgery two years ago and 
his health has improved con¬ 
siderably since he supple¬ 
mented his diet with a vari¬ 
ety of plants growing at 1351 
Vining. 

He says people pay hun¬ 
dreds of dollars for paintings 
of wildflowers just like the 
ones growing on his prop¬ 
erty, and it would be rather 
silly not to enjoy them in 
their natural state. 

Wilson also hauls out big¬ 
ger guns. 

WHAT ABOUT human 
rights, when the city can tell 
people what not to grow in 
their own backyards? And 
what about protection of the 
environment which, surely, 
ought to include plants grow¬ 
ing at 1351 Vining? 

“To destroy such plants, 
particularly through the use 
of chemical solutions is, in 
my view, inconsistent with 
the policy for the protection 
of the environment for which 
millions of dollars are being 
spent by the ministry in 
charge," the appeal says. 

He- also says the city is 
threatening him with inva ¬ 
sion of privacy and, anyway, 
where does the city get the 
right to legislate taste? 

» “If we’re going to try to 
legislate everything, par¬ 
ticularly taste, then why not 
make it compulsory that 


people with blue eyes marry 
those with brown eyes, if 
that combination seems logi- 
cal to some of us?” he 
asks. 

FINALLY, he expresses 
his indignation over the "ex¬ 
orbitant estimate" of $240 
the city says It'll charge him 
for sending in a crew to cut 
down the weeds. 

He says the least the city 
could do is get three indepen¬ 
dent estimates from the pri¬ 
vate sector.

The action was tajten in 
protest against baa treat¬ 
ment the drivers say they 
have received since the 
sightseeing bus line was sold 
by the province to Seattle 
interests. 

Their main complaint is 
that the new owners have 
failed to abide by a B.C. 
Labor Relations Board rul¬ 
ing giving their union suc¬ 
cessor status and has re¬ 
fused to implement the 
terms of the agreement they 
had prior to the change in 
ownership. 

They had wanted the old 
terms to apply pending 
agreement on a new con¬ 
tract. 

In addition, a news re¬ 
lease from the drivers' com¬ 
mittee says their pay has 
dropped by more than $2 an 
hour from a year ago be¬ 
cause of the lack of an 
agreement. Until pressure 
was put on the company they 
were also working overtime 
and on days off for no extra 
rate of pay. the news release 
says. 

DeGirolamo says the driv¬ 
ers are now earning $8 an 
hour. 

They realized the short¬ 
lived w alkout was illegal and 
agreed to return to the job on 
the understanding that no 
action would be taken by the 
company, he said. 

It was a matter of mak¬ 
ing a public protest, the driv¬ 
ers say. 

Company officials could 
not be reached for com¬ 
ment. 

The Gray Line provides 
city tours, including But- 
chart Gardens. Most of the 
passengers are picked up 
from the incoming Princess 
Marguerite Seattle-Vicloria 
ferry. 

DeGirolamo said no tour¬ 


ists were stranded, that spe¬ 
cial arrangements were 
made to pick up any who had 
been left at various sites 
prior to the, noon walkout. 

The company is also at¬ 
tacked on another point by 
the committee—the condi¬ 
tion of its buses. 

The drivers say Gray Line 
president Edwin Cedergren 
of Seattle had said in a letter 
that if his bid for the provin¬ 
cial bus line was successful 
he would buy the most mod¬ 
ern equipment available. 

In its news release, the 
committee says Cedergren 
has not lived up to his prom¬ 
ise. They say all buses are 
more than 15 years old and 
some were not safe to 
drive. 

•*... and in some cases, 
for reasons of safety, our 
drivers had to ref use to drive 
buses assigned them.” 

Of the service, the com¬ 
mittee says: "It has been 
most difficult and embar¬ 
rassing for our drivers who 
have had to apologize and 
make excuses to our passen¬ 
gers for the lack of good 
service. 

"Bus breakdowns have 
been frequent; buses run¬ 
ning out of fuel, buses boiling 
over, and picking up passen¬ 
gers in uncleaned buses are 
some of the inconveniences 
tourists have experienced." 

Tight schedules and lack 
of equipment has meant late 
pickups in some cases and 


the leaving behind of passen¬ 
gers in others, according to 
the committee. 

"Although some of the 
problems have been mini¬ 
mized, we are far from de¬ 
livering the quality of sight¬ 
seeing service Victoria 
visitors have enjoyed over 
the past years." 

The drivers say their 
“frustration" is not directed 
at the government or foreign 
ownership as.such, although 
they are convinced condi¬ 
tions would have been better 
had ownership remained in 
Victoria. 

"Local ownership would 
likely not have resulted in 


the present situation." the 
committee says. "There are 
still local people who are in¬ 
terested in purchasing Gray 
Line of Victoria and bringing 
it home. They would honor 
the existing union agree¬ 
ment." 

Negotiations for a new 
contract are scheduled for 
Thursday. DeGirolamo says' 
it look a work-to-rule cam¬ 
paign to establish a date for 
the meeting. 

He said the company was 
told at 11.30 a m Monday 
there would be a walkout if 
terms of the last contract 
weren't implemented in the 
meantime.

PREMATURE BABY CASE: 
INQUEST RECOMMENDED 


A recommendation is going to asso¬ 
ciate deputy attorney-general Neil 
McDiarmid that an inquest be held in 
the dyath last fall of a premature baby 
at Victoria General Hospital. 

Nicholas Lang of the crown counsel 
office in Victoria said Monday he will 
be sending the recommendation soon. 
Lang was handed the case by Insp. 
Angus Stewart of the Victoria police 
detective branch. 

The case involves a baby born to a 
33-year-old woman who is severely 
mentally reta.ded and in a Vancouver 
Island institution. The infant died 11 
hours after birth by caesarian section 
during what is believed to be the 24th 
week of pregnancy. 


A request for an abortion was turned 
down by the hospital’s abortion com¬ 
mittee on grounds it had no jurisdic¬ 
tion to authorize termination of preg¬ 
nancy after the 20th week. 

After receiving the report of the 
incident on May 10, provincial coroner 
Dr. William McArthur, in what he said 
was a routine step, passed the infor¬ 
mation along to Victoria police. 

McArthur said the case could, raise 
important legal, moral and social 
issues. 

Lang said he did not contemplate 
criminal proceedings at this time and 
would inform McDiarmid of his find¬ 
ings and recommendation.

SYSTEMS CORP. ACCUSED OF THUMBING NOSE AT CABINET 


It may not be the ideal 
place for summer camp¬ 
ing, but two men plan to 
pitch an invisible tent of 
sorts at the Michigan 
Street offices of the Pub¬ 
lic Service Commission 
today. 

And they'll stay right 
there, says B.C. Government 
Employees’ Union staff rep¬ 
resentative Don Bums, until 
something is done about the 
jobless plight of program¬ 
mer-analyst Les Robson. 

Burns calls it a sit-in to

Robson is out of work, says

Burns accuses the cor¬ 
poration of "thumbing its 
nose" at the B.C. cabinet by 
by supposedly ignoring a de¬ 
cision that would have al¬ 
lowed Robson to remain with 
the corporation until a job 
was found for him in the 
regular public service. 

Robson, ah employee with 
the health ministry for sev¬ 
eral years, was among the 
government employees 
transferred to the systems 
corporation when it set up 
shop in October, 1977. 

Burns says that under 
in 1 terms of an agreement with 
the union any employee 


application prior to October, 
1978. 

"He (Robson) elected to 
do this," Burns said Mon¬ 
day. 

"But about the beginning 
of June he got a letter from 
the corporation saying his 
job would be terminated 
June 30.” 

In the meantime, the Pub¬ 


lic Service Commission had 
failed to place Robson in 
spite of the fact that he en¬ 
tered 22 job competitions, 
according to the union. 

"What the corporation was 
really saying is that because 
he asked to be transferred 
his job was being terminat¬ 
ed."

"Curtis got back to me 
later that day and said the 
B.C. Systems Corp. woujd 
keep Robson on the payroll 
until the public commission 
could find him a position. 


"But today (Monday) 
Robson got another letter 
from the corporation telling 
him his job had terminated 
as of Friday, July 13. 

"As far as we're con¬ 
cerned, the corporation is 
thumbing its nose at the 
cabinet."

gain enough experience 
while growing up.” says 
Gina Henry, author of the 
Western study. 

"They had escorts — 
^fathers, boy-friends or hus¬ 
bands — to make the ar¬ 
rangements for them.” 

She adds that women can 
blame themselves for some 
of the problems they suffer 
on the road. 

They often pack more than 
they can carry alone or for¬ 
get to keep loose change at. 
hand for tipping. And per¬ 
haps most Important, says 
Ms. Henry, they often don't 
complain when they should. 

“We found through ques¬ 
tionnaires, for example, that 
women wanted retractable 
clotheslines, full-length mir- 
"rors, writing desks, lamps 
and electrical outlets for 
their hairdryers ... but they 
just suffer in silence." 

The studies found that the 
travel industry also must 
share the blame, because it 
often concentrates on busi¬ 
nessmen rather than plan¬ 
ning for businesswomen as 
well. Hotel employees still 
were not used to the idea of- 
women travelling by them¬ 
selves, the studies found. 

The employees aren't 


alone, it seems. 

Donna Mitchell, a CP Air 
flight attendant manager, 
admits that “women busi¬ 
ness travellers still demand 
some getting used to.” 

"Once we could have been 
sure a woman traveller was 
with her husband. . . It’s 
hard to change your attitude 
and begin giving her the 
same attention we give 
men. 

"Staff often find it easier 
to make contact with men. 
They don’t realize putting a 
woman at ease may be just a 
matter of asking if she wants 
another drink." 

The problem is relatively 
new. Ms. Henry says one 
airline's traffic survey in 
1970 didn’t find enough 
travelling businesswomen to 
warrant a statistic but has 
found that today "they con¬ 
stitute 18 per cent of the 
market.” 

Ms. Henry, who covered 
60.000 miles herself to pre¬ 
pare the study, says the 
average travelling business¬ 
woman is 38 years old, works 
in sales, administration or 
personnel and has an aver¬ 
age annual income of $25,- 
000, $7,000 less than her male 
counterpart. 


Dear Ann Landers: Now 
that Masters and Johnson 
have come out and said ho¬ 
mosexuality Is normal, will 
you please change your 
stand?

Dear Dr. Ruble: I am'a 

28-year-old married woman 
with two kids, A few months 
ago I noticed some hairs on 
my breast around the nip¬ 
ples. mvi they have grown 
larger. 1 don’t know what to 
do. Please advise me. i am 
really worried. — Mrs. K. 

Growth of breast hair Is al¬ 
most always a matter of he¬ 
redity, with little to do but 
remove the unwanted hairs. 
Everyone has hair follicles 
about the areola - the dark- 
pigmented area of the nip¬ 
ples and these may be more 
developed in some women 
than in others. But there are 
other matters to be consider¬ 
ed in your specific case. 

At your age, any sudden 
appearance of hair of this 
kind should be reported. 

. Glands, such as the ovaries 
or adrenals, can affect such 
hair growth. Sometimes, a 
doctor can tell by other non¬ 
hair symptoms (and special 
tests) whether something 
more than heredity is in 
volved. Because of this and 
your anxiety you should set 
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up an appointment. I don’t 
want to scare the wits out 
of millions of women who 
have a few unwanted breast 
hairs. Many natural events 
can be involved, such as me¬ 
nopause in some women or, 
io young girls, puberty. It is 
the sudden, unexplained 
growth of such hair that I am 
concerned about. 

Dear Dr. Ruble: I am a 

teenage girl and have never 
had sex with anyone. But at 
times I find a mucus-like, 
clear substance at the va¬ 
gina. This never occurs dur¬ 


ing my period, though. Is it 
normal? — Puzzled. 

Any normal teenager has 
an increase in vaginal fluid 
with the beginning men¬ 
struation. The fluid is thin 
and grayish, but may con¬ 
tain some, mucus (a bit 
denser). This, too, is normal. 
Many young girls complain 
in their letters about the 
staining of underclothing 
from this. The problem al¬ 
most always is too tight gar¬ 
ments, such as pantyhose. 
They do not allow normal 
evaporation. 

This expected discharge 
should not be confused with 
the Ieukorrhea (LOO-ko- 
REE-uh), a whitish flow that 
is not normal. Thai can indi 
cate a variety of infections 
(yeasts, etc.) The normal 
discharge is often promptly 
corrected with looser-fitting 
undergarments and closer 
attention to daily hygiene.

First: Masters and John¬ 
son carefully avoid using the 
word "normal" in describ¬ 
ing any kind of sexual activ¬ 
ity.

I believe homosexuality is a 
dysfunction — a deviation 
from the normal. In my opin¬

Many 
homosexuals, however, are 
well adjusted, productive 
member* of society. They 
are rarely molesters of chil¬ 
dren and should not be de¬ 
nied employment oh the 
basis of their sexual prefer¬ 
ence. 



Regarding Masters and 
Johnson's findings: 

It should’be remembered 
that laboratory sex is very 
different from bedroom sex 
When I first read of their 
earlier work. I had serious 
questions about the "nor¬ 
malcy’' of couples who 
would have sexual inter 
course under klelg lights, 
while being photographed 
and monitored, not to men 
linn the encumbrances of in¬ 
trauterine cameras, tape re¬ 
corders, devices to record 
blood pressure, muscle ten¬ 
sions and lubrication. 

To my way of thinking, in¬ 
dividuals who would partici¬ 
pate in such experiments are 
a little weird and the results, 
therefore, questionable. 

There has been much con¬ 
troversy among many psy¬ 
chiatrists about Masters and 
Johnson’s statement. “Both 
homosexuality and hetero¬ 
sexuality are learned re¬ 
sponses." There is even 
more controversy regarding 
whether homosexuality ijt 
the result of a genetic prob¬ 
lem. A great many scientists 
believe genetics are an im¬ 
portant factor in some cases 
of homosexuality. Masters 
and Johnson say no. 

The most disturbing state¬ 
ment that came out of the 
recent study is, “Homosex¬ 
uals can be turned straight in 
two Weeks." I believe this is 
an outrageous overstate¬ 
ment and will unquestion¬ 
ably give false hope to a 
great many homosexuals.

Fraser flood aid 
set at $22 million 

The provincial government will spend *22 million during 
the next five years protecting Lower Fraser Valley agricul¬ 
tural land from floods. Environment Minister Rafe Mair 
said Monday. 

Mair said in a news release that *20 million is for con¬ 
struction of a new pumphouse and dam on the Sumas River, 
and the remainder would go for dike improvement along the 
Vedder Canal. 

The existing flood protection and drainage facilities 
were built in the 1920s and Mair said the increasing de¬ 
mand for agricultural products made it essential that 
this investment be made now. 

The project comes under a joint federal and provincial 
agreement for flood control improvement in the Fraser 
Valley.

About 150 interested 
residents turned out to 
see what on earth was 
going on when Pender Is¬ 
lands’ new electronic In¬ 
formation Exchange 
Centre (IEC) opened its 
doors recently. 

What is going on Is an 
experiment with com¬ 
puters, satellites and 
video; a feasibility study 
into the effects and use¬ 
fulness of modem tele¬ 
communications in 
small, rural communi¬ 
ties. 

At this stage, the IEC is 
a two-month long Young 
- Canada Works project 
but if it proves success¬ 
ful, it could stay around 
longer. 


Linda McGee. Deborah 
Auchterlonie, Karen Fulaw 
ka and Daphne Plessner, the 
four Pender students who 
staff the centre, must surely 
have the most unique of the 
almost • 75 • government ■ 
created summer jobs in Gulf 
Islands. 

They share the -Awesome 
responsibility of operating, 
publicizing and evaluating 
the project. 

After weeks of prepara 
lion, reading and trying to 
assimilate volumes of ma¬ 
terial and learning to oper¬ 
ate the equipment, they are 
now attempting to translate 
their newly-acquired knowl¬ 
edge into lay terms for their 
“customers " 

There is no shortage of 
information on the subject of 
telecommunications — the 
dazzling array of posters, 
pamphlets, government re¬ 
ports. popular magazines 
and trade journals which 
line the walls and cover the 
tables in the spacious, sunny 
room attest to that — and the 
crew members make no se¬ 
cret of the fact that at.first 
they were somewhat boggled 
by the scope of their task. 

But by opening day they 
had it all in hand and seemed 
quite at home among their 
hard- and software. 

Temporarily housed in a 
playschool room at Penders’ 
Library Centre, the IEC 
boasts two portable com¬ 
puter terminals — one with 
\ ideo display screen and one 
w ith printout capacity, black 
and White video production 
equipment — and a slow- 
scan video transceiver. 
Photo-facsimile equipment 
is planned for later. 

The computers can be used 
either to tie into any one of a 
number of information net¬ 
works or for long distance 
personal communications. 

Siow-scan video provides a 
visual link with any place 
reached by either telephone, 
ham radio or satellite. 

Ms. Plessner, the centre's 
video specialist already has 
her first request for a local- 
interest program. On the is¬ 
lands' water supply. 

Initiator of tne project is 
Bill Bartlett, co-ordinator of 
Direct Media Association 
a nd a Pender resident for 2 !4 
years. 

Known to many in Victoria 
as former artistic director of 
Open Space Gallery. Bart¬ 
lett founded Direct almost a 
year ago with a view to re- 
seSrching and developing 
"more humanistic uses for 
telecommunications.” 

Since then he has gained 
support, financial, practical 
and moral, in many quar¬ 
ters. He is an established 
user of the L’.S. NASA-spon¬ 
sored Peacesat Satellite, 
and of the I.P. Sharp elec¬ 
tronic mailbox system, and 
was recently given access to 
the New Jersey Institute of 
Technology Electronic In¬ 
formation Exchange System 
(EIES), 

His recent negotiations 
with the department of com¬ 
munications and the CRTC 
bode well for his getting gov¬ 
ernment a contract to study 
social implications of tele¬ 
communications and also 
being allowed to use the new 
ANIK B satellite for cultural 
exchanges with remote 
northern Canadian settle¬ 
ments. 

Bartlett designed the IEC 
project to encourage maxi¬ 
mum community participa¬ 
tion which, he stresses, is 
essential to the success of 
the study

of it’.’” His answer is. "I 
don’t know; that’s what it’s 
all about. Come on down and 
we’ll try to find out." 

Of course, he is hoping 
response will be favorable, 
but he's not kidding himself. 

He readily acknowledges 
that "computers, satellites 
and other electronic media 
inspire distrust and even 
hostility in many people." 

But he believes their feel¬ 
ings stem largely from the 
ways in which governments 
and large corporations apply 
these technologies "across 
the board.” with little refer¬ 
ence to the needs and wishes 
of small groups. 

Bartlett aims to bring 
some of the policy-making 
power back to the individ¬ 
uals who inevitably feel its 
effects. 

By providing what he calls 
"hands on experience" with 
equipment and systems, he 
hopes to demystify both and 
to spark interest in develop¬ 
ing uses appropriate to the 
specific community. 

One project which is in the 
works at the IEC is a compu¬ 
terized directory of local eX-. 
pertise. 

Penderites with informa¬ 
tion or training in a particu¬ 
lar field, be it gardening, 
solar heating or marriage 
counselling, would program 
their names and specialties 
into the computer for ready 
reference by those in need. 

In this way, islanders 
might be able to eliminate 
costly and time-consuming 
ferry trips and long-distance 
phone calls. 

All Penderites are invited 
to use the centre during its 
regular open hours, to ar 
range special visits and to 
take part in any of the spe¬ 
cial events being planned by 
the staff. 

The concept of a "public" 
centre is fundamental to 
Bartlett's philosophy. The 
advantages of modern tech¬ 
nology should not, in his 
opinion, be reserved for 
those who can afford a com¬ 
puter terminal or earth sta¬ 
tion at home. 

Although this type of pub 
lie centre is rare, if not 
unique, in Canada, the indi¬ 
vidual hardwares and sys¬ 
tems are already proving 
their worth in projects 
across the country. 

Community television pro¬ 
vides programs often more 
relevant than the Incredible 
Hulk to local viewers. 

Computer networks cut 
travel expenses by making 
possible "at-home" confer¬ 
ences and finger tip access 
to the information resources 
of a multitude of libraries, 
universities and other re¬ 
search establishments 
One of the data systems to 
which the IEC will be linked 
is Telidon, currently being 
tested in Winnipeg, where 
every home is wired to re¬ 
ceived news, weather, con¬ 
sumer Information, etc. 

In the medical field, the 
benefits of computers and 
slow-scan video are easy to 
see. Community physicians 
in outlying districts can con¬ 
sult, via computer, with spe¬ 
cialists miles, even conti¬ 
nents, away.

Victoria losing cruise appeal, planners told

Cruise ships will bypass Victoria altogether, going 
straight up to Alaska, unless action is taken to make the 
city more attractive to the cruise ship companies, ac¬ 
cording to Empress manager Ted Balderson. 

Two years ago 31 ships called at Victoria, and this 
year there will be only 25. 

"Other ports are making It more attractive, and we are 
going to lose more," he told members of the Regional 
Visitors Development Committee Monday. 

REGIONAL PLANNER CHARLES Wakelyn said the 
whoie subject of cruise ships should be investigated. 

"One of the reasons we are getting fewer cruise ships is 
competition at Ogden Point from freighters," he said. 


OGDEN POINT SHARING CRITICIZED 


"If it were possible to make Victoria an origin or 
destination point, we would probably win an additional 
bed night from each traveller." 

ECONOMIC PLANNER BRIAN Wheatley predicted a 
drop In tourists arriving from the U.S. because of the energy 
shortage there. “About 19 per cent of our tourist traffic 
is from California, and another 13 per cent of visitor 
volume is from south or eastern America. 

"I think by next year we will see a 12 to 15 per cent 
decrease in vehicle traffic—it will be a significant cut¬ 
back," he added.

KANSAS CITY, Mo. (AP) — Presi¬ 
dent Carter, declaring "there can be 
no retreat,” pledged Monday to make 
an unparallelled peacetime invest¬ 
ment of- $140 billion in the next 10 
years to free the United States from 
its dependence on foreign oil. 

In his second energy address in two days. 
Carter said the huge investment must be 
made “so that never again willpur nation’s 


independence be hostage to foreign oil." 

The president also vowed that the coun¬ 
try would cut its oil imports even more 
than he promised during last month's en¬ 
ergy summit in Tokyo. He said the U.S. 
would import 300,000 barrels of oil a day 
less this year than the ceiling of 8.5 million 
he promised in the Japanese capital. 

Carter’s newest energy proposals were 
unveiled In a speech here to the National 
Association of Counties. It was his second 
broadcast address in 13 hours and offered 
details to the broad outline of energy policy 
he suggested in his speech Sunday night. 

Carter promised Sunday night to take his 
energy proposals to the American peo¬ 
ple and after leaving Kansas City, he was 
scheduled to address the Communications 
Workers of America in Detroit. 

He also said in Kansas City that nuclear 


power “must pay an important role in the 
United States to ensure our energy future” 
but did not elaborate. But the words 
cleared up a question posed in his Sunday 
night speech—what about nuclear power? 

The fact that he did not mention it 
Sunday stirred fears in the nuclear Indus- ‘ 
try that he would oppose atomic power 
plants. 

Nuclear power has been reeling under 
the weight of escalating costs and length¬ 
ening licensing delays, problems that were 
increased by the accident at the Three 
Mile Island nuclear power plant near Har¬ 
risburg, Pa. Only one utility ordered a 
new nuclear plant last year and none has 
done so this year. 

The president declared in his Kansas 
City speech: “I am drawing our line of de¬ 
fence here and now. . .. Over all, we arc 


going to make the unparallelled peacetime 
commitment, an investment of $140 billion 
for American energy security so that 
never again will our nation’s independence 
be hostage to foreign oil.” 

He said all of the $140 billion would come 
from the proposed windfall profits tax 
resulting from the lifting of federal con¬ 
trols on domestic oil prices. Although the 
lax has not yet been enacted, Carter ad¬ 
ministration officials, asking that they not 
be named, said “there is virtual unanim 
ity” of opinion that the U.S. Congress 
would approve it. 

Carter also said he would "not hesitate to 
take action to avoid a serious recess¬ 
ion."

Environment Minister- 
Rafe Mair Monday categori¬ 
cally refused to table an 
internal, memorandum 
which Don Lockstead (NDP- 
Mackenzie) claims is "de¬ 
vastating” to the proposed 
electricity transmission line 
from the mainland to Van¬ 
couver Island. 

Lockstead claimed in the 
Legislature that the ecologi¬ 
cal-environemen tal-eco- 
nomieal study on the Chee- 
keye-Dunsmuir line to bring 
additional Hydro power to 
the Island was prepared by a 
special consultant to the en-, 
vironment ministry. 

Mair claimed the study 
was prepared by a staff 
member as an internal re¬ 
port and will remain an in¬ 
ternal memorandum. 

“It is my information that 
the report is a devastating 
report both from the en¬ 
vironmental and economical 
point of view,” Lockstead 
said. “Why would the minis¬ 
ter want to keep it secret?” 

Mair said the report was 
definitely prepared by a 
staff member. "It is on my 
desk, unsigned," he said. 

He refused further com¬ 
ment on the report but said 
he would be flying north 
sometime today (Tuesday) 
to check the proposed Chee- 
keye-Dunsmuir power line 
route. 

Mair said that did not 
mean there might be a re¬ 
versal of position on the 
building of the line. “It has 
already been decided that 
the line will be built," he 
said. “But there is a possibil¬ 
ity of a new route being 
recommended.” 

The 500-kilowatt line would 
be built at an estimated cost 
of $640 million, more than 
double the original esti¬ 
mates of $315 million. 

The Vancouver Islahd an¬ 
chor of the line would be near 
Qualicum Beach. 

In other energy matters 
before the Legislature Mon¬ 
day, Economic Develop¬ 
ment Minister Don Phillips 
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out of service since Jdne 
15. 

In a press release, T.A. 
Prentice, president of the 
board of directors, denies 
that the closure of addition¬ 
al beds is the result of budget 
restrictions or “cost con¬ 
tainment." 

Prentice blamed the lack 
of highly-trained nurses 
willing to work full time, as 
well as the occupancy of 
129 acute-care beds by ex¬ 
tended-care patients for the 
closure of the beds. 

Prentice also cited the 
lack of proper intensive care 
nursing facilities as a reason 
for closing down the beds. 

He said the hospital is pro¬ 
viding intensive-care nurs¬ 
ing to 25 patients, but has 
only 11 beds designated for 
that level of nursing. The 
remaining 14 patients, he 
said, are cared for in four 
other parts of the hospital. 

These areas, he said, 
aren’t equipped as intensive- 
care nursing units and to 
provide the proper level of 
care, "highly-trained nurses 
have been diverted to work 
in these areas, leaving other 
areas with a reduced com¬ 
plement of nursing staff.” 

The closure of the 14 beds, 
Prentice said, has released 
nurses to be deployed in 
those other areas. 

He said that by the end of 
August there will be 43 va¬ 
cancies for registered 
nurses at the hospital. A re¬ 
cent recruitment drive, he 
added, produced eight appli¬ 
cations of which only two 
persons are immediately 
available. 

"The hospital has been un¬ 
able to recruit nurses with 
recent experience at a high 
level who are prepared to 
work on a full-time basis," 
Prentice said. 

“The hospital is not pre¬ 
pared to recruit staff with¬ 
out the required level of 
- skills." 

He stressed that the clo¬ 
sure of 14 beds has nothing 
to do with budget restric¬ 
tions, and has been discus¬ 
sed with the executive com¬ 
mittee of the medical staff. 

He said the closure is tem¬ 
porary and is expected to 
last until after the Labor 
Day weekend. 

“Adequate levels of care 
will be provided to all pa¬ 
tients who require it, but 
elective surgery is subject to 
cancellation,” Prentice 
said. 
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Niagara slide looming large 


NIAGARA FALLS, N.Y. (CP) — U.S. govern¬ 
ment geologists warned Monday there is a “serious 
possibility” that subsurface rock movement at Niag¬ 
ara Falls might cause the largest rockslide in the 
falls’ modern history. 

And concern over a possible rockslide forced the 
popular Maid of the Mist tour boats to alter their 
rbutes away from the thundering water at the bottom 
of the cascade. 


A team of Canadian geologists was called in 
earlier Monday to reinspect the rock face on the 
Ontario side of the Horseshoe Falls after confirma¬ 
tion of rock movement on the U.S. side. 

Ron Devereux, public relations director for the 
Niagara Parks Commission, said there was no ap¬ 
parent movement on the Ontario side of the falls at 
Table Rock. 


The geologists, who inspected Table Rock in 
May, were called to confirm their earlier finding 
after one of three seismic devices at Terrapin Point, 
an observation area on the U.S. side, sounded an 
alarm Friday. 

The point was closed and weekend inspections 
showed new cracks in the base of the point. 

Two U.S. psychics recently have predicted that 
significant rock/alls would occur soon in the area. 

The U.S. Army Corps of Engineers expects to 
know within two days how much rock movement is 
occurring on the American side of the Horseshoe 
Falls, said a technician. 

A possible slide of as much as 200,000 to 300,000 
tons of rock might create a new face for the Horse¬ 
shoe Falls, said Thomas Wilkinson of the Engineers 
Corps. He warned against plans to blast away 
a portion of unstable rock.

MANAGUA, Nicaragua 
(UPI) — President Anasta- 
sio Somoza Monday retired 
nearly all his senior military 
commanders, including his 
entire general staff, and 
prepared for what military 
sources said would be his 
imminent departure. 

Heavy fighting continued 
Monday amid growing signs 
that Somoza was on the 
verge of resigning and leav¬ 
ing the country after 18 
months of civil war. 

Sandinista rebels said they 
captured the city of Esteli 
north of the capital late 
Monday, leaving only four of 
Nicaragua’s 26 major towns 
and cities under the collaps¬ 
ing government’s control. 

In an order that affected 
more than 250 officers, So¬ 
moza Monday retired all na¬ 
tional guard commanders 
with more than 30 years of 
service — a move that al¬ 
lowed them to leave the 
country if they choose. 

Military sources said they 
expected Somoza himself to 
leave for Miami, probably 
sometime today. 

Military sources said that 
Gen. Heberto Sanchez, the 
director of the national tele¬ 
communications company, 
had been named as new com¬ 
mander. 

Somoza conferred with his 
senior commanders and af¬ 
terwards aides were seen 
taking suitcase&»out of his 
bunker office complex.

Woods talk: 
Positive 
and fearful

There were some positive developments Monday 
on the rugged road to contract settlement in the forest 
industry, along with some nagging fears that big trou¬ 
ble may still lie ahead. 

The 7,500-member Canadian Paperworkers Union won 
resolution of a local issue that had kept its members off the 
job at two B.C. Forest Products mills at Mackenzie. 

The effect was far-reaching. Pickets from Macken¬ 
zie, who had kept the BCFP mill at Crofton on Vancouver 
Island closed for several days, headed for home. The 
Crofton mill was able to move slowly back into opera¬ 
tion. 

EARLY VOTING returns indicate that the CPU and the 
International Woodworkers of America, representing some 
30,000 members in the coast region, are on the verge of 
accepting two-year contracts. 

Members of the 1,800-member Victoria local of the 
IWA approved the two-year package by a 70 per cent 
margin Sunday. 

A THIRD UNION, the 6,000-to-7,000-member Pulp. 
Paper and Woodworkers of Canada, has already rejected 
the offer, but by a narrow margin of 51.6 per cent. The 
union’s leadership appears split on the question of whether a 
full-scale strike should be called on such a close vote. This 
will be decided at a wage caucus meeting in Vancouver Fri¬ 
day. 

Meanwhile, emergence of an inter-union group of dissi¬ 
dent tradesmen has cast a new shadow of doubt over 
the prospect of early peace in the forests. 

JACK MUNRO, Western Cahada president of the big 
IWA, finds the development disconcerting, since it involves 
a banding together of members of three unions which 
had—at the leadership level—remained somewhat hos¬ 
tile toward each other. 

“I have to get concerned over something like this." 
Munro told the Colonist Monday, the day after the new 
body of tradesmen had held large meetings at Duncan 
and Kamloops to plot a course of action.

CIA spy 
in sky 
viewed 
protests 


WASHINGTON (UPI) -r- 
The CIA used intelligence 
satellites in the late 1960s to 
spy on American students 
engaged in anti-war demon¬ 
strations, it was disclosed 
Monday. 

Hitherto secret documents 
revealed the Central Intelli¬ 
gence Agency also moni¬ 
tored foreign broadcasts of 
anti war activities by ac¬ 
tress Jane Fonda and former 
Attorney General Ramsey 
Clark. 

The CIA papers said the 
questionable spying on U.S. 
citizens—ordered ’’at the re¬ 
quest of” Lyndon Johnson's 
White House—was an at¬ 
tempt to check out “pos¬ 
sible foreign connections 
with the U.S. anti-war move¬ 
ment.” 

The CIA eventually con¬ 
ceded the spying—a possible 
violation of the agency’s 
charter—failed to find any 
links between foreign insti¬ 
tutions and American anti¬ 
war activists. 

The Center for National 
Security Studies, a privately 
financed research group 
generally critical of Ameri¬ 
can intelligence activities, 
obtained the documents 
under a Freedom of Infor¬ 
mation Act request. 

The CIA collected the 
documents—known as the 
“family jewels” because of 
their sensitive nature—dur¬ 
ing an in-house investigation 
ordered by James Schle- 
singer, the agency’s director 
at the time.

The 12-man cabinet of 
seven members of parlia¬ 
ment and five technocrats 
was announced by President 
Elias Sarkis. The govern¬ 
ment, six Christians and six 
Moslems, is the second 
under the premiership of 
Hoss, 49. 

The previous cabinet, 
which had governed since 
the Syrian army intervened 
and ended Lebanon's 19- 
month civil war in 1976, re¬ 


signed May 16. On July 2, 
Sarkis, a Christian, asked 
Hoss, a Moslem, to form the 
new government. 

While Hoss met with re¬ 


porters, sniping broke out in 
Beirut, a reminder of the 
animosities generated by a 
civil war that took more 
than 37,000 lives. 


Police said one man was 
killed and five others were 
wounded in a sudden out¬ 
break of Moslem-Christian 
militia sniping. 


FOSSIL FIND BONE OF CONTENTION? 


PROVO, Utah (UPI) — A Brigham 
Young University paleontologist an¬ 
nounced Mondaytie has uncovered a bone 
from what he says is the largest dinosaur 
ever found. 

James A. Jensen said the animal was so 
tall it could have peered over a five- 
story building. 

The bone itself, a scapula or shoulder 


blade found by Jensen in the Dry Mesa 
quarry southwest of Delta, Colo., is nearly 
nine feet long, the largest dinosaur bone, 
ever found, he said. 

Jensen has not given the 140 million- 
year-old fossil an official scientific name, 
but has unofficially dubbed it the “ultra- 
saurus.” 


B-57 jet 
crashes 


Firemen pour water on 
still-smouldering fire in a 
building hit by a U.S. Air 
Force B-57 bomber Mon¬ 
day in .Salt lake City, 
Utah.

New U.S. profit rules 
jigging pump prices

WASHINGTON (AP) - 
Many U.S. motorists will pay 
up to three cents more for a 
gallon of gasoline but other 
drivers will see prices de¬ 
cline under new federal 
rules to improve some ser¬ 
vice station profits. 

The energy department 
regulations, effective Mon¬ 
day, should increase gaso 
line prices in the South and 
Midwest states, but make lit¬ 
tle difference in the East, 
said the National Congress 
of Petroleum Retailers, rep¬ 
resenting 60.000 independent 
service stations. Western 
motorists could benefit the 
mdst from the changes. 

The rules set a uniform 
profit margin of 15.4 cents a 


gallon for U.S. service sta¬ 
tions. That limit can be 
raised every six months, be¬ 
ginning in December, to 
allow for inflation. More¬ 
over, governors can raise 
profit margins as much as an 
additional 10 cents a gallon 
to account for local eco¬ 
nomic factors. 

Under the new system, en¬ 
ergy department officials 
hope enforcement will be ea¬ 
sier than it has been under 
the old system that allowed a 
variety of profit margins. 

The department says 
profit margins currently 
range from 14 cents to 16 
cents a gallon, but the retail¬ 
ers group puts that figure 
closer to 12.5 cents a gallon. 


A U.S. gallon is five-sixths of 
an imperial gallon, used in 
Canada. 

This means that under the 
new system many service 
stations-can increase their 
prices about three cents a 
gallon; others by a lesser 
amount; and many will be 
required to roll back prices.

MOSCOW (Reuter) — 
Some 2,500 athletes from all 
over the world will have a 
preview of next year’s Mos¬ 
cow Olympics when they 
compete in the Soviet 
Union’s Spartakiad national 
games during the next three 
weeks. 

The Spartakiad. which 
takes place every.three 
years, is a sports tourna¬ 
ment on Olympic scale in¬ 
volving teams from the 15 
Soviet republics and the 
cities of Moscow and Lenin¬ 
grad. 

But this year the events 
have opened to foreign ath¬ 
letes and teams as well, 
turning the occasion into a 
dress rehearsal for the 1980 
Olympics. 

The result will be a gain in 
experience, not just for the 
athletes, but also for orga¬ 
nizers and officials. Most of 
the 115 officials, doctors and 
students who are manning 
the doping controls, for ex¬ 
ample, wi(l be doing the 
same jobs next year at the 
Olympic Games. 

The Spartakiad organizers 
have also invited 150 foreign 
judges and the top figures in 
the international Olympic 
movement. 

There will be a large for¬ 
eign press contingent here; 
too, but several countries 
and organizations have had 
journalists turned away be¬ 
cause numbers are limited. 

Not all the Olympic facili¬ 
ties are complete, but 
enough are now ready to give 
visitors a good idea of what 
to expect in 1980. 

At the main Lenin Sta¬ 
dium at Luzhniki by the Mos¬ 
cow River, thousands of 
workers have been putting 
the finishing touches to a 
two-year rebuilding opera¬ 
tion. 

The giant stadium, built in 
the 1950s, has been refur¬ 
bished. There is an imported 
Tartan running track. Un- 
latest electronic equipment, 
new bars and cafes and faci¬ 
lities for the press. 

The last-minute rush to gel 
projects finished is a Soviet 
Union tradition called 
"shturmovshehina" (storm¬ 


ing).. Despite the frenzy, 
there seems little doubtlhat 
all will be ready by the offi¬ 
cial Spartakiad opening 
ceremony on July 21. 

Elsewhere in Moscow, 
competitions have been 
going on for several days 
already. The fencers have 
been the first tenants of the 
Central Army Sports Club's 
new Olympic indoor centre, 
which seats 11,000 spectators 
in two halls.

Unions battle for Yucalta Lodge 


CAMPBELL RIVER — The battle is on, but it’s a 
battle of words rather than action. 

Two unions are attempting to have the right to 
represent 28 long-term care workers at Yucalta Lodge. 

The two unions are the Teamsters and the Hospital 
Employees’ Union. 

Yucalta Lodge was opened about two months ago 
and is a long-term care facility catering to elderly and 
those unable to look after themselves. 

Each union has already made presentations to the 
workers. 

A union requires 45 per cent support in a work place 
in order to be certified and it is understood the B.C. 
Labor Relations Board usually likes to see about 60 per 


cent of workers accepting the application for certifica¬ 
tion. 

With two unions seeking the certification, the wait¬ 
ing time for the announcement may be longer than 
usual. 

Meanwhile, a Grade 11 student at the senior high 
school, Wayne Haas, has been hired to co-ordinate the 
Canada Employment Centre for the students’ A.N.T.S. 
program this summer. 

The abbreviation stands for Army for New Talent, 
which is a casual labor pool for 15-year-old and 16-year- 
old persons. 

Haas will organize the students into neighborhood 
teams, promote their employment and act as the com¬ 
munications centre relaying job orders to the students. 


Mt. Arrowsmith facility 

Ski hopes sliding

PORT ALBERNI — The 
future of winter skiing at the 
four-year-old Mt. Arrows¬ 
mith ski facility near this 
city is in serious jeopardy 

According to a sharehold¬ 
er report issued by Robert 
Hunter, chairman of Ar- 
rowsmjth Mountain Recre¬ 
ation Ltd., which operates 
the facility, the company 
ended the skiing season with 
a net operating deficit of 
$31,570 and is insolvent. 

All staff working for the 
company have been laid off 
with the exception of the 
caretaker at the ski lodge, 
and the company offices 
have been closed. 

HUNTER CREDITS the 
‘‘desperate plight” of the 
company to the reduced 
number of paying skiers 
over the past season, the 
increased cost of servicing 
obsolete equipment, road 
maintenance and interest on 
the company’s debt. 

He estimates that it will 
take “something in excess of 
one million dollars” of debt- 
free additional capital to 
give the facility “a reason¬ 
able chance of success on a 
long-term basis." 

ONLY LAST FALL, after, 
two disastrous seasons due 
to lack of snow, the company 
made the decision, after a 
series of shareholder meet¬ 


ings, to construct two new 
T-bar lifts at a higher eleva¬ 
tion on the mountain so that 
snow might be assured for a 
longer season. 

A provincial government 
grant of $179,000 was applied 
for and received, with the 
rest of the capital required to 
be raised locally through the 
sale of 10-year memberships 
in the ski club at $500 
apiece. 

THE COMPANY AND the 
club then proceeded to cre¬ 
ate a new road into the alpine 
area in which they cleared 
new trails, built one of the 
T-bars to completion and 
completed 90 per cent of a 
second T-bar. 

As a result of these efforts, 
and with generally better 
snow conditions at all levels, 
there was' skiing on the 
mountain from mid-Decem¬ 
ber until the end of April. 

But the local fund-raising 
drive fell short of its mini¬ 
mum objective by some $30.- 
000 , and this, combined with 
the fact that the club hon¬ 
ored memberships from the 
two previous “poor” years in 
assessing the fees for 
rentals, lift tickets, etc., re¬ 
sulted in the season deficit. 

COMPANY DIRECTOR 
and publicity man Joe Van 
Bergen estimates that it cost 
the company and the club 
$50,000 during the season to 
honor the old passes, “but we 


had promised we would do so 
and we kept our word." 

Van Bergen agrees that 
“a million bucks would sure 
solve all our problems" bul 
insists that the company can 
start a new season "with 
$30,000-$35,000." 

It was only the current 
unrest in the local labor 
scene which was causing the 
company to delay a new 
drive for funds, again based 
on the 10-year membership 
idea, he said. 

THE LABOR SITUATION 
was also drying up the mar¬ 
ket for logs, which are being 
cleared from new trails on 
the mountain this summer. 

Van Bergen sees the big¬ 
gest problem for the Ar¬ 
rowsmith facility as its ac¬ 
cess roads. Many skiers will 
not brave the ride up the 
mountain in anything but a 
truck or a four-wheel-drive 
vehicle. 

“If we can get the road 
situation in'hand, and pos¬ 
sibly drive a new access in 
from Cathedral Grove as we 
have long planned, it would 
be a great help,” he said. 

BUT VAN BERGEN 
admits that the company can 
expect to see no more fund¬ 
ing from the province. 

He estimates that there 
were 23,000 skier days sold 
on the mountain last year, 
and “if we can get another 
four-month season and in¬ 


crease that number, we 
might see some light at the 
end of the tunnel." 

Such conjecture will not 
solve the immediate prob¬ 
lem, however, he admits. 

“WE NEED more local 
support by December, and 
that’s that. Frankly 1 think 
we’ve had pretty good sup 
port from a city this size and 
considering the number of 
skiers, but that’s where we 
got most of our money— 
from skiers. 

"The local commercial re¬ 
sponse has been pretty pa¬ 
thetic, considering the 
money that a well-run, popu 
lar ski facility can bring here 
in a four-month season. 

“I’M NOT SAY4NG that 
about the entire business 
community—and MacMillan 
Bloedel has given us all 
kinds of help—but 1 do think 
that generally the businesses' 
in the area are taking a very 
short-sighted view of the po¬ 
tential we have with the fa¬ 
cility, and providing far 
from their share of the 
money needed to do a proper 
job.” he said. 

THE COMPANY is cur 
rently having a professional 
financial firm come in to 
look over the entire financial 
picture of the operation. 

But, as Hunter points out 
in his report, "the project is 
not now, nor has it ever been, 
•properly capitalized." 


Modern telecommunications in 'rural mode 


Pender Island hits big time in computers

About 150 interested residents turned out to see 
what on earth was going on when Pender Islands’ new 
electronic Information Exchange Centre (IEC) opened 
its doors recently. 

What is going on is an experiment with computers, 
satellites and video; a feasibility study into the effects 
and usefulness of modern telecommunications in small, 
rural communities. 

At this stage, the IEC is a two-month-long Young 
Canada Works project but if it proves successful, it 
could stay around longer. 

Linda McGee, Deborah Auchterlonie, Karen Fulaw- 
ka and Daphne Plessner, the four Pender students who 
staff the centre, must surely have the most unique of 
the almost-75 government-created summer jobs in Gulf 
Islands. 

They share the awesome responsibility of operat¬ 
ing, publicizing and evaluating the project. 

AFTER WEEKS OE PREPARATION, reading and 
trying to assimilate volumes of material and learning to 
operate the equipment, they are now attempting to 
translate their newly-acquired knowledge into lay 
terms for their “customers." 

There is no shortage of Information on the subject 
of telecommunications—the dazzling array of posters, 
pamphlets, government reports, popular magazines 
and trade journals which line the walls and cover the 
tables in the spacious, sunny room attest to that—and 
the crew members make no secret of the fact that at 
first they were somewhat boggled by the scope of their 
task. 

But by opening day they had it all in hand and 
seemed quite at home among their hard- and soft¬ 
ware. 

TEMPORARILY HOUSED in a playschool room at 
Penders' Library Centre, the IEC boasts two portable 
computer terminala^-one with video display screen and 
one with printout capacity, black and white video 
production equipment—and a slow-scan video trans¬ 
ceiver. Photo-facsimile equipment is planned for 
later. 

The computers can be used cither to tie into any one 
of a number of information networks or for long 
distance personal communications. 

Slow-scan video provides a visual link with any 
place reached by either telephone, ham radio or satel¬ 
lite. 

Ms. Plessner, the centre’s video specialist, already 
has her first request for a local-interest program on 
the islands’ water supply. 

Initiator of the project is Bill Bartlett, co-ordinator 
of Direct Media Association and a Pender resident for 
2 l /> years. 

KNOWN TO MANY IN VICTORIA as former artis¬ 
tic director of Open Space Gallery, Bartlett founded 
Direct almost a year ago with a view to researching and 
developing “more humanistic uses for telecommunica¬ 
tions.” 

Since then he has gained support, financial, practi¬ 
cal and moral, in many quarters. He is an established 
user of the U.S. NASA-sponsored Peacesat Satellite, 
and of the I.P. Sharp electronic mailbox system, and 
was recently given access to the New Jersey Institute of 
Technology Electronic Information Exchange System 
(EIES). 

His recent negotiations with the department of com¬ 
munications and the CRTC bode well for his getting gov¬ 
ernment a contract to study social implications of tele¬ 
communications and also being allowed to use the new 
ANIK B satellite for cultural exchanges with remote 
northern Canadian settlements. 

BARTLETT DESIGNED THE IEC project to en¬ 
courage maximum community participation which, he 
stresses, is essential to the success of the study. 

When doubting Penderites ask him: “What will I get 
out of it?” His answer is: “I don’t know; that’s what it’s 
all about. Come on down and we’ll try to find out." 

Of course, he is hoping response will be favorable, 
but he’s not kidding himself. He readily acknowledges 
that “computers, satellites and other electronic media 
inspire distrust and even hostility in many people.” 

But he believes their feelings stem largely from the 
ways in which governments and large corporations 
apply these technologies “across the board," with little 


reference to the needs and wishes of small groups. 

Bartlett aims to bring some of the policy-making 
power back to the individuals who inevitably feel its 
effects. 

BY PROVIDING WHAT HE calls "hands on experi¬ 
ence" with equipment and systems, he hopes to demys¬ 
tify both and to spark interest in developing uses 
appropriate to the specific community. 

One project which is in the works at the IEC is a 
computerized directory of local expertise. 

Penderites with information or training in a par¬ 
ticular field, be it gardening, solar heating or marriage 
counselling, would program their names and specialties 
into the computer for ready reference by those in 
need. 

In this way, islanders might be able to eliminate 
costly and time-consuming ferry trips and long-distance 
phone calls. 

All Penderites are invited to use the centre (luring 
its regular open hours, to arrange special visits and to 
take part in any of the special events being planned by 
the staff. 

THE CONCEPT OF A “PUBLIC” centre is funda 
mental to Bartlett’s philosophy. The advantages of 


modern technology should not, in his opinion, be re¬ 
served for those who can afford a computer terminal or 
earth station at home. 

Although this type of public centre is rare, if not 
unique, in Canada, the individual hardwares and sys¬ 
tems arc already proving their worth in projects 
across the country. 

Community television provides programs often 
more relevant than the Incredible Hulk to local 
viewers. 

Computer networks cut travel expenses by making 
possible “at-hoftie” conferences and finger tip access 
to the information resources of a multitude of libraries, 
universities and other research establishments 

One of the data systems to which the IEC will be 
linked is Telidon, currently being tested in Winnipeg, 
where every home is wired to receive news, weather, 
consumer information, etc. 

IN THE MEDICAL FIELD, the benefits of com¬ 
puters and slow-scan video are easy to see. Community 
physicians in outlying districts can consult, via com¬ 
puter, with specialists miles, even continents, away. 

On a more personal level, both systems allow 
widely separated friends and relatves to keep in 
touch. 


A network of centres similar to the IEC serve these 
purposes in remote Alaskan settlements, which lack 
even phone links. 

In a nutshell. Bartlett aims to show his fellow is¬ 
landers that modern telecommuications can give them 
the best of two worlds: Urban convenience in a country 
setting. 

Certanly, any Penderlte who has missed a town ap¬ 
pointment because he couldn’t get onto a ferry might 
welcome the opportuity of transacting his business 
from the island. 

According to Karen Fulawka, public response at the 
opening was encouraging. 

"IT WAS SURPRISING," she said, “how many 
people actually knew what we were doing. One fellow 
has an identical video setup in his home in southern 
California and used computer conferencing every day 
in his business. Even the ladies, who said they didn't 
know anything about it when they came in, scented to be 
getting the picture.” 

Bartlett was particularly gratified to see the groups 
of fascinated children around the terminals. The educa¬ 
tional potential of an IEC is one of Bartlett's chief inter- 
'* ests. 

"Today's youngsters," he notes, “share few of their 
elders’ inhibitions regarding technology; look at the 
crowds of 12-year-olds playing Star Wars on the ter¬ 
minals displayed in city electronics stores." 

If this centre manages to program its way into the 
hearts of Pender leaching stuff. Bartlett hopes to ex¬ 
pand its education services by taking part in the B.C'. 
Institute of Technology experiment in distance educa 
tion by satellite. 

STARTING IN SEPTEMBER, this program woultf 
beam a number of electronic extension courses front 
BCIT to rural schools around B.C. 

Negotiations with Pender School and the Gulf is¬ 
lands school district are proceeding slow ly but steadily; 
caution is the keynote. 

A letter he received recently from Education Min¬ 
ister Pat McGeer has given Bartlett some hope, how¬ 
ever. 

McGeer states that he “generally supports the con 
cept of using electronic devices and media as a means 
of stimulating distance education and commUnica 
tions." 

Pointing out that, "dramatic reduction in the cost of 
hardware will soon place these exciting tools in the 
hands of educators,” McGeer assured Bartlett “the 
type of basic research you are proposing to under¬ 
take is necessary for the area to be fully explored." 

BARTLETT CANNOT DENY that many Penderites 
are suspicious of the project. A couple of questions 
recur frequently, he says. 

The first comes from anxious taxpayers: "Who 
pays for it?” 

In this case. Bartlett and the Canada Council have 
put almost identical sums into developing Direct Media, 
that is, abut $10,000 each. 

The student wages are paid in full and some ex¬ 
pense money' provided by the federal government; a 
total of $7,600 for the summer. 

Beyond that, Bartlett is constantly bargaining with 
government and private corporations for support, and 
most of the agencies he approaches come through with 
something. 

Government researchers at the "laboratory level" 
are eager for practical field trials, and mark'et-wisc 
manufacturers seek new applications for specialized 
equipment. Both are only too happy to co-operate. 

BUT, IF CENTRES OF THIS type are established 
across Canada, they would very likely be funded in the 
same way as are other public information and commu 
nication systems today. 

Like the phone, post office, libraries, universities 
and public transport, they could be sponsored in part by 
government, i.e. taxes, and in part by subscriber fees. 

Since they would assume some of the functions and 
relieve some of the workload of these heavily subsidized 
systems, Bartlett is convinced that they would not 
necessarily increase taxes but would distribute tax dol- 
' lars differently. 

The second frequently asked question is simpler: 
"Why Pender?” Probably just because Bill Bartlett 
lives there, but his reply is: “Why not Pender?"

Environment Minister Rate Mair’s campaign manager 
in the May provincial election has been appointed to the 
board of directors of the B.C. Development Corporation.

Fraser flood aid 
set at $22 million

The provincial government will spend $22 million during 
the next five years protecting Lower Fraser Valley agricul¬ 
tural land from floods. Environment Minister Rate Mair 
said Monday. 

Mair said in a news release that $20 million is for con¬ 
struction of a new pumphouse and dam on the Sumas River, 
and the remainder would go for dike improvement along the 
Vedder Canal. 

The existing flood protection and drainage facilities 
were built in the 1920s and Mair said the increasing de¬ 
mand for. agricultural products made it essential that 
this investment be made now. 

The project comes under a joint federal and provincial 
agreement for flood control improvement in the Fraser 
Valley.

A recommendation is going forward to 
associate deputy attorney-general Neil 
McDiarmid that an inquest be held in connec¬ 
tion with the death last fall of a premature baby 
at Victoria General Hospital. 

Nicholas Lang of the crown counsel office 
in Victoria said Monday he will be sending 
forward the recommendation soon. Lang was 
handed the case by Insp. Angus Stewart of the 
Victoria police detective branch. The case in¬ 
volved a baby born to a 33-year-old woman who • 
is severely mentally retarded and in a Van¬ 
couver Island institution. The infant died 11 
hours after birth by caesarian section during 
what is believed to be the 24th week of preg¬ 
nancy. 

A request for an abortion was turned down 
by the hospital's abortion committee on 
grounds it had no jurisdiction to authorize 
termination of pregnancy after the 20th week. 

After receiving the report of the incident on 
May 10, provincial coroner Dr. William 
McArthur, in what he said was a routine step, 
passed the information along to Victoria po¬ 
lice. s 

McArthur said the case could raise impor 
tant legal, moral and social issues. 

Lang said he contemplated no criminal 
proceedings at this time and would inform 
McDiarmid of his findings and recommenda¬ 
tion.

"It is my information that 
the report is a devastating 
report both from the en¬ 
vironmental and economical 
point of view," Loekstead 
said. “Why would the minis¬ 
ter want to keep it secret?" 

Mair said the report was 
definitely prepared by a 
staff member.

He refused further com¬ 
ment on the report but said 
he would be flying north 
sometime today (Tuesday) 
to check the proposed Chee- 
keye-Dunsmuir power line 
route.

He said the hospital is pro¬ 
viding intensive care nurs¬ 
ing to 25 patents, but has 
only 11 beds designated for 
that level of nursing. The 
remaining 14 patients, he 
said, are cared for in four 
other parts of the hospital. 

These areas, he said, 
aren't equipped as intensive- 
care nursing units and to 
provide the proper level of 
care, "highly-trained nurses 
have been diverted to work 
in these areas, leaving other 
areas with a reduced com¬ 
plement of nursing staff.” 

The closure of the 14 beds. 
Prentice said, has released 
nurses to be deployed in 
those other areas. 

He said that by the end of 
August there will be 43 va¬ 
cancies for registered 
nurses at the hospital. A re¬ 
cent recruitment drive, he 
added, produced eight appli¬ 
cations of which only two 
persons are immediately 
available. 

"The hospital has been un¬ 
able to recruit nurses with 
recent experience at a high 
level who are prepared to 
work on a, full-time basis,” 
Prentice said. 

"The hospital-is not pre¬ 
pared to recruit staff with¬ 
out the required level of 
skills.” / 

He stressed that the clo¬ 
sure of 14 beds has nothing 
to do with budget restric¬ 
tions, and has been discus¬ 
sed with the executive com¬ 
mittee of the medical staff. 

He said the closure is tem¬ 
porary and is expected to 
last until after the Labor 
Day weekend. 

“Adequate levels of care 
will be provided to all pa¬ 
tients who require it. but 
elective surgery is subject to 
cancellation," Prentice 
said.

He also said in Kansas City that nuclear 


power "must play an important role in the 
Lmted States to (Insure our energy future" 
but did not elaborate. But the words 
cleared up a question posed In his Sunday 
night speech—what about nuclear power? 

The fact that he did not mention it 
Sunday stirred fears in the nuclear indus¬ 
try that he would oppose atomic power 
plants. 

Nuclear power has been reeling under 
the weight of escalating costs and length¬ 
ening licensing delays, problems that were 
increased by the accident at the Three 
Mile Island nuclear power plant near Har¬ 
risburg, Pa. Only one utility ordered a 
new nuclear plant last year and none has 
done so this year. 

The president declared in his Kansas 
City speech: “I am drawing our line of de¬ 
fence here and now. . . . Over all, we are 


going to make the unparallelled peacetime 
commitment, an investment of $140 billion 
for American energy security so that 
never again will our nation’s independence 
be hostage to foreign oil.” 

He said all of the $140 billion would come 
from the proposed windfall profits tax 
resulting from the lifting of federal con¬ 
trols on domestic oil prices Although the 
tax has not yet been enacted. Carter ad¬ 
ministration officials, asking that they not 
be named, said “there is virtual unanim¬ 
ity" of opinion that the U.S. Congress 
would approve it.

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Niagara slide looms closer 


NIAGARA FALLS. N.Y. (CP) — U.S. govern¬ 
ment geologists warned Monday there is a "serious 
possibility" that subsurface rock movement at Niag¬ 
ara Falls might cause the largest rockslide in the 
falls' modest history. 

And concern over a possible rockslide forced the 
popular Maid of the Mist tour boats to alter their 
routes away from the thundering water at the bottom 
of the cascade. 

A team of Canadian geologists was called in 
earlier Monday to reinspect the rock face on the 
Ontario side of the Horseshoe Falls after confirma¬ 
tion of rock movement on the U.S. side. 

Ron Devereux. public relations director for the 
Niagara Parks Commission, said there was no ap¬ 
parent movement on the Ontario side of the falls at 
Table Rock. 


The geologists, who inspected Table Rock in 
May. were called to confirm their earlier find ; ng 
after one of three seismic devices at Terrapin Point, 
an observation area on the U.S. side, sounded an 
alarm Friday. 

The point was closed and weekend inspections 
showed new cracks in the base of the point. 

Two U.S. psychics recently have predicted that 
significant rockfalls would occur soon in the area. 

The U.S. Army Corps of Engineers expects to 
know wifhin two days how much rock movement is 
occurring on the American side of the Horseshoe 
Falls, said a technician. 

A possible slide of as much as 200.000 to 300.000 
tons of rock might create a new face for the Horse¬ 
shoe Falls, said Thomas Wilkinson of the Engineers 
Corps. He warned against plans to blast away 
a portion of unstable rock.

MANAGUA, Nicaragua 
(UP1) — President Anasta- 
sio Somoza called Congress 
into session early today to 
offer his resignation and 
exile from Nicaragua. 

Somoza signalled the end 
was near Monday by retiring 
nearly all his senior military 
commanders, including his 
entire general staff. 

After waiting all day and 
night Monday, tired legisla¬ 
tors were called into session 
early this morning where, 
one congressman said, the 
legislators would be present¬ 
ed with a decree "by which 
the president offers his ir¬ 
revocable resignation effec¬ 
tive: upon his departure." 

It was not clear, however, 
when Somoza planned to 
leave the country, presum¬ 
ably bound for exile in his 
Florida mansion. Author¬ 
ities at Homestead Air Force 
Base stepped up security 
there, barring reporters and 
photographers from the 
grounds. 

Heavy fighting continued 
Monday amid growing signs 
that Somoza was on the 
verge of resigning. 

Sandinista rebels said they 
captured the city of Esteli 
north of the capital late 
Monday, leaving only four of 
Nicaragua's 20 major towns 
and cities under the collaps¬ 
ing government’s control. 

Military sources said that 
Gen. Heberto Sanchez, the 
director of the national tele¬ 
communications company, 
had been named as new com¬ 
mander.

Woods talk: 
Positive 
and fearful

There were some positive developments Monday 
on the rugged road to contract settlement in the forest 
industry, along with some nagging fears that big trou 
ble may still lie ahead. 

The 7,500-niember Canadian Paperworkers Union won 
resolution of a local issue that had kept its members off the 
job at two H,C. Forest Products mills at Mackenzie. 

The effect was far-reaching. Pickets from Macken¬ 
zie, who had kept the BCFP mill at Crofton on Vancouver 
Island closed for several days, headed for home. The 
Crofton mill was able to move slowly back into opera¬ 
tion. 

EARLY VOTING returns indicate that the CPU and the 
International Woodworkers of America, representing some 
30,000 members in the coast region, are on the verge of 
accepting two-year contracts. 

Members of the l. 800 -member Victoria local of the 
IWA approved the two-year package by a 70 per cent 
margin Sunday. 

A THIRD UNION, the 6,000-to-7,000-member Pulp. 
Paper and Woodworkers of Canada, has already rejected 
the offer, but by a narrow margin of 51.6 per cent. The 
union's leadership appears split on the question of whether a 
full-scale strike should be called on such a close vote. This 
will be decided at a wage caucus meeting in Vancouver Fri¬ 
day. 

Meanwhile, emergence of an inter-union group of dissi¬ 
dent tradesmen has cast a new shadow of doubt over 
the prospect of early peace in the forests. 

JACK MUNRO, Western Canada president of the big 
IWA, finds the development disconcerting, since it.involves 
a banding together of members of three unions which 
had—at the leadership level—remained somewhat hos 
tile toward each other 

"I have to get concerned over something like this." 
Munro told the Colonist Monday, the day after the new 
body of tradesmen had held large meetings at Duncan 
and Kamloops to plot a course of action. 

"I AM REALLY disappointed that our people are 
meeting with people from another union (PPWC) that has 
caused the IW'A problems over the years." 
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NDP battling N-plant 
at Seattle hearings

Three members of the 
NDP caucus will be in Seat¬ 
tle today to register objec¬ 
tions to the proposed con¬ 
struction of the Sedro 
Wooley nuclear power gen¬ 
erator. 

The nuclear plant, which 
still requires approval from 
the United States, Atomic 
Energy Commission, would 
be located 55 kilometres 
south of the international 
boundary. 


At a press conference 
Monday, Ernie Hall (NDP- 
Surrey) said the three Oppo¬ 
sition MLAs would express 
their concern as elected rep¬ 
resentatives from the Lower 
Mainland and southern Van¬ 
couver Island, the areas 
"facing the greatest risk in 
the event of a mishap at the 
plant." 

The provincial govern¬ 
ment does not intend to pre¬ 
sent a position paper at the 
hearings being-conducted by 
the U.S. Atomic Safety and 
Licensing Board. 


The Seattle hearings, 
which started Monday and 
continue throughout today, 
will receive submissions re¬ 
garding geographic and geo¬ 
logical factors. Separate 
hearings will be held in the 
fall on matters related to 
actual construction and de¬ 
sign. 

"The NDP submission w ill 
oppose the project on princi¬ 
ple as well as on the specific 
circumstances at Sedro 
Wooley," Hall said.

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Queen insists on Africa trip 


LUSAKA (Reuter) — Queen Eliza¬ 
beth flies to black Africa this week on 
one of the most arduous and contro¬ 
versial missions of her jeign. 

The 53-year-old monarch has re¬ 
mained adamant that she will make a 
four-country state tour that will take 
her near the battlefront in Zimbabwe 
Rhodesia. 

She will spend one week in Zambia 
— target for Zimbabwe Rhodesia air 
and ground attacks and a major base 
of the black nationalist guerrillas 


waging a war against the Salisbury 
government. 

Buckingham Palace has insisted 
that the queen will perform her duty 
by visiting Tanzania, Malawi, Bot¬ 
swana and Zambia. 

There have been signs that the queen 
has been annoyed by suggestions that 
she should call off the trip. As sym¬ 
bolic head of the Commonwealth, she 
has made clear she wants to be in Lu 
saka when the 41-country global group 
begins a summit conference at the 
Zambian capital Aug. 1. 

But the guerrillas’ leader, Josljua 


Nkomo, has partially assuaged the 
fears by announcing that his men 
would halt attacks into Zimbabwe 
Rhodesia during the queen's visit and 
the Commonwealth conference. 

Zimbabwe Rhodesian Prime Minis¬ 
ter Abel Muzorewa pledged in turn 
that his security forces would lake no 
action that would endanger the queen 
or the conference. 

The queen will not meet Nkomo in 
the Zambian capital and she takes no 
part in Commonwealth conference dis¬ 
cussions. 
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Couvelier shies away from row with Curtis 

Mayor doesn’t want to jeopardize Saanich’s bid for horticultural centre 


Saanich Mayor Mel Couvelier said Monday he 
doesn't want to jeopardize his proposed horticultural 
centre by arguing with Provincial Secretary Hugh 
Curtis over the controversial Royal Oak industrial 
park.plan. 

Couvelier was commenting on Curtis' announcement 
over the weekend that he would employ government 
pressure to stop the proposed Royal Oak park. 

Couvelier told aldermen at Monday's regular council 
meeting: “I withheld comment from the press on this 
question and I intend to continue doing so.” 

However. Couvelier went on to say that as mayor, he 
faces "many situations” that require the cooperation 
of Curtis' ministry. 


One of those situations, he said, was the proposed Saan 
ich Cultural Centre and Horticultural Pavilion. 

The application for the centre "has been on his 
(Curtis’) desk for some weeks now." Couvelier said. 

“1 don't want to engage in a public debate with the min¬ 
ister on this for fear it might jeopardize the horticullual 
centre application," he said. 

Couvelier said he also wanted to "make it clear' 
there was no "blackmail" involved in his decision not to 
argue publicly with Curtis. 

"I intend to hold my tongue on this.",he said. 

Couvelier said a letter from Curtis on the Royal 
Oak issue was delivered to him by hand that afternoon. 

The letter began: “No doubt my comments in the 
press over the weekend regarding Royal Oak were of 
surprise to you." 


Curtis went on to say in the letter that he felt it was 
his duty as MLA for Saanich and the Islands to speak out 
against the Royal Oak industrial project and in favor 
of one proposed for Keating Cross Roads in Central Saan¬ 
ich. 

"I recognize that my action will be seen as 'intcre- 
ferenee' in the local government process. I am prepared 
to accept that criticism." Curtis said. 

Aldermen appeared annoyed with Curtis' announced 
opposition to the Roy al Oak park. 

Aid. David Paterson said. "I don't see why we should 
respond to a guy who makes a political statement." 

Aid. Sandy Noel said the letter from Curtis was the 
municipality's first official notice of Curtis’ objection to 
the proposal. 

"He knew before the election it was a hot potato. Now 


lie's coming out with the rather dogmatic statement 
that he's going to cancel it. I resent his dogmatic attitude 
in this matter and his getting in touch with the media be 
fore council." 

Aid. Fred Severson said he didn't believe Curtis had 
been properly informed on the Royal Oak issue. 

Following several remarks on Curtis' announcement, 
aldermen received and filed his letter 

In May. Hugh Curtis announced that a $75,000 grant 
for studies on the proposed horticultural centre wuuld 
be conditional on cabinet approving a request for 110 
acres of crown land adjacent to Cantosun College's Inter- 
urban Campus. 

Vancouver architect Arthur Erickson has been com¬ 
missioned to design the centre.

Weeds, says city 
but to owner 
they’re edibles

One man’s meat is another 
man's poison and on the in* 
lerpretation of that old 
adage hangs the outcome of 
what could be the battle of 
the year in Victoria. 

THE CITY has its troops 
ready for combat. So has 
Emil Stanley Wilson of Oak 
Bay. . 

The battleground will be a 
house, or rather a yard at 
1351 Vining in Victoria. 

The objective—to elimi 
nate an abundance of weeds 
such as thistles and dande 
lions, or beautiful wild 
flowers and herbs, depend 
ing on where you stand with 
regard to above-mentioned 
proverb. _ 

THERE’S NO doubt where 
the two adversaries stand. 

The city says the yard is 
ovprgrown with weeds and it 
threatens Wilson with an in¬ 
vasion of his property by city 
crews who would hack away 
at the weeds and charge him 
$240 for the job. 

But Wilson says the tar¬ 
gets of the city's planned 
attack aren't weeds at all. 

He says he eats many of 
the plants and those he 
doesn't eat are Just plain 
wildflowers which have a 
right to live. 

WILSON HAS expressed 
his sentiments in a four- 
page. 10-point appeal to the 
city which will be dealt with 
this morning by council's 
parks committee. 

He says what the city calls 
long grass and thistles con 
sists -of "many wild edible 
plants in their natural state. 


weil-knoWn to many people 
in other parts of the world 
for their health and curative 
properties when taken inter¬ 
nally.” 

He says he had open heart 
surgery two years ago and 
his health has improved con¬ 
siderably since he supple¬ 
mented his diet with a vari¬ 
ety of plants growing at 1351 
Vining. 

He says people pay hun¬ 
dreds of dollars for paintings 
of wildflowers just like the 
ones growing on his prop¬ 
erty, and it would be rather 
silly not to enjoy them in 
their natural state. 

Wilson also hauls out big¬ 
ger guns. 

WHAT ABOUT human 
rights, when the city can tell 
people what not to grow in 
their own backyard^? And 
what about protection of the 
environment which, surely, 
ought to include plants grow ¬ 
ing at 1351 Vining? 

“To destroy such plants, 
particularly through the use 
of chemical solutions is, in 
my view, inconsistent with 
the policy for the protection 
of the environment for which 
millions of dollars are being 
spent by the ministry in 
charge," the appeal says. 

He also says the city is 
threatening him with inva¬ 
sion of privacy and, anyway, 
where does the city get the 
right to legislate taste? 

“If we’re going to try to 
legislate everything, par¬ 
ticularly taste, then why not 
make it compulsory that 


people with blue eyes marry 
those with brown eyes, if 
that combination seems logi¬ 
cal to some of us?" he 
asks. • 

FINALLY, he exprwses 
his indignation over the “ex¬ 
orbitant estimate” of $240 
the city says it'll charge him 
for sending in a crew to cut 
down the weeds. 

He says the least the city 
could do is get three indepen¬ 
dent estimates from the pri¬ 
vate sector.

Hundreds of tourists 
went without sightseeing 
jaunts Monday when 
Gray Line of Victoria bus 
drivers staged a five-hour 
walkout. 

“It was incredible the sup¬ 
port we got on the street- 
even from the tourists." said 
Lome DeGirolamo. commit¬ 
tee chairman for the Cana¬ 
dian Brotherhood of Rail¬ 
way and Transport drivers 
who work for the Gray 
Line. 

The action was taken in 
protest against bad treat¬ 
ment the drivers say they 
have received since the 
sightseeing bus line was sold 
by the province to Seattle 
interests. 

Their main complaint is 
that the new owners have 
failed to abide by a B.C. 
Labor Relations Board rul¬ 
ing giving their union suc¬ 
cessor status and has re¬ 
fused to implement the 
terms of the agreement they 
had prior to the change in 
ownership. 

They had wanted the old 
terms to apply pending 
agreement on a new con¬ 
tract. 

In addition, a news re¬ 
lease from the drivers' com¬ 
mittee says their pay has 
dropped by more than $2 an 
hour from a year ago be¬ 
cause of the lack of S*n 
agreement. Until pressure 
was put on the company they 
were also working overtime 
and on days off for no extra 
rale of pay. the news release 
says. 

DeGirolamo says the driv¬ 
ers are now earning $8 an 
hour. 

They realized the short¬ 
lived w alkout w as illegal and 
agreed to return to the job on 
the understanding that no 
action would be taken by the 
company, he said. 

It was a matter of mak¬ 
ing a public protest, the driv- 
'ers say. 

Company officials could 
not be reached for com¬ 
ment. 

The Gray Line provides 
city tours, including But- 
chart Gardens. Most of the 
passengers are picked up 
from the incoming Princess 
Marguerite Seatlle-Victoria 
ferry. 

DeGirolamo said no tour¬ 


ists were stranded, that spe¬ 
cial arrangements were 
made to pick up any who had 
been left at various sites 
prior to the noon Walkout. 

The company is also at¬ 
tacked on another point by 
the committee—the condi¬ 
tion of its buses. 

The drivers say Gray Line 
president Edwin Cedergren 
of Seattle had said in a letter 
that if his bid for the provin¬ 
cial bus line was successful 
he would buy the most mod¬ 
ern equipment available. 

In its news release, the 
committee says Cedergren 
has not lived up to his prom¬ 
ise. They say-all buses are 
more than 15 years old and - 
some were not safe to 
drive. 

"... and in some cases, 
for reasons of safety, our 
drivers had to refuse to drive 
buses assigned them." 

Of the service, the com¬ 
mittee says: "It has been 
most difficult and embar¬ 
rassing for our drivers who 
have had to apologize and 
make excuses to our passen¬ 
gers . for the lack of good 
service. 

"Bus breakdowns have 
been frequent: buses run¬ 
ning out of fuel, buses boiling 
over, and picking up passen¬ 
gers in uncleaned buses are 
some of the inconveniences 
tourists have experienced." 

Tight schedules and lack 
of equipment has meant late 
pickups in some cases and 


the leaving behind of passen¬ 
gers in others, according to 
the committee. 

"Although* some of the 
problems have been mini¬ 
mized. we are far from de¬ 
livering the quality of sight¬ 
seeing service .Victoria 
visitors have enjoyed over 
the past years." 

The drivers say their 
"frustration" is not directed 
at the government or foreign 
ownership as such, although 
they are convinced condi¬ 
tions would have been better 
had ownership remained in 
Victory. 

"Local ownership would 
likely not have resulted in 


the present situation." the 
committee says. "There are 
^till local people who are in¬ 
terested in purchasing Gray 
Line of Victoria and bringing 
it home. They would honor 
the existing union agree¬ 
ment.'-' . 

Negotiations for a new 
contract are scheduled for 
Thursday. DeGirolamo says 
it took a work-to-rule cam¬ 
paign to establish a date for 
the meeting. 

He said the company was 
told at 11.30 a.m. Monday 
there would be a walkout if 
terms of the last contract 
weren’t implemented in the 
meantime.

PREMATURE BABY CASE: 
INQUEST RECOMMENDED 


A recommendation is going to asso¬ 
ciate deputy attorney-general Neil 
McDiarmid that an inquest be held in 
the death last fall of a premature baby 
at Victoria General Hospital.

A request for an abortion was turned 
down by the hospital's abortion com¬ 
mittee on grounds it had no jurisdic¬ 
tion to authorize termination of preg¬ 
nancy after the 20th week. 

After receiving the report of the 
incident on May 10, provincial coroner 
Dr. William McArthur, in what he said 
was a routine step, passed the infor¬ 
mation along to Victoria police. 

McArthur said the case could raise 
important legal, moral and social 
issues. 

Lang said hr did not contemplate 
criminal proceedings at this time and 
would inform McDiarmid of his find¬ 
ings and recommendation.

Sit-in to protest dumping of analyst 

SYSTEMS CORP. ACCUSED OF THUMBING NOSE AT CABINET 


It may not be the ideal 
place for summer camp¬ 
ing, but two men plan to 
pitch an invisible tent of 
sort's at the Michigan 
Street offices of the Pub¬ 
lic Service Commission 
today. 

And they'll stay right 
there, says B.C. Government 
Employees’ Union staff rep¬ 
resentative Don Bums, until 
something is done about the 
jobless plight of program¬ 
mer-analyst Les Robson. 

Burns calls it a sit-in to 
protest what he sees as arbi¬ 
trary. action on the part of 
the B.C. Systems Corp. in 
dumping Robson. 

Robson is out of work, says 
Bums, simply because he 
wanted to exercise his right 


to return to the public ser¬ 
vice from the systems cor¬ 
poration. 

Burns accuses the cor¬ 
poration of "thumbing its 
nose” at the B.C. cabinet by 
by supposedly ignoring a de¬ 
cision that would have al¬ 
lowed Robson to remain with 
the corporation until a job 
was found for him in the 
regular public service. 

Robson, an employee with 
the health ministry for sev¬ 
eral years, was among the 
government employees 
transferred to the systems 
corporation when it set up 
shop in October, 1977. 

Burns says that under 
terms of an agreement with 
the union any employee 
could be transferred back to 
the public service within a 
year if he, or she, made 


application prior to October, 
1978. 

"He (Robson) elected to 
do this." Burns said Mon¬ 
day. 

"But about the beginning 
of June he got a letter from 
the corporation saying his 
job would be terminated 
June 30." 

In the meantime, the Pub¬ 


lic Serv ice Commission had 
failed to place Robson in 
spite of the fact that he en¬ 
tered 22 job competitions, 
according to the union. 

"What the corporation was 
really saying is that because 
he asked to be transferred 
his job was being terminat¬ 
ed." Burns said. 

He said he met with Pro¬ 


vincial Secretary Hugh 
Curtis early this month and 
w as given the impression the 
matter would be put before 
the cabinet the same day. 

“Curtis got back to me 
later that day and said the 
B.C. Systems Corp. would 
keep Robson on the payroll 
until the public commission 
could find him a position. 


"But today (Monday) 
Robson got another letter 
front, the corporation telling 
him his job had terminated 
as of Friday. July 13. 

"As far as we're con¬ 
cerned. the corporation is 
thumbing its nose at the 
cabinet."
